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Now that Congress has stayed the rapid march of the 
pill for consolidating the Adjutant General’s Department 
out of existence, by refusing to permit it to come in at 
the tail of an appropriation bill, we hope that the merits 
of the bill will be subjected to a more rigid investiga- 
tion than they have yet had. The bill should certainly 
be relieved entirely from the appearance of being de- 
signed to promote the fortunes of an individual. This 
can be done by striking out of it these words: “That 
of the officers consolidated, as hereinbefore provided, the 
senior in rank, who shall be chief of the consolidated de- 
partment and the title of whose office is hereby changed 
to that of military secretary, shall hereafter have rank 
one grade higher than that now held by him; but when 
he shall become separated from service on the active list 
of the Army the rank of the military secretary on said 
list shall thereafter be the same as that now held by 
the senior of the officers hereby consolidated.” This 
proviso was inserted in the committee after the bill 
had left the War Department and Secretary Root is not 
responsible for it. The question as to who should have 
charge of the consolidated bureau and what his rank 
should be ought to be determined in some more open 
way. A more direct flouting of the principle of selection, 
of which so much has been said, cannot well be con- 
ceived. When selection is in order the President should 
select, and not Congress. The Military Committee should 
also seek to ascertain what the Adjutant General's 
Otlice has to say, if anything, against this consolidation. 
Our information is that it has not thus far had an op- 
portunity to present its view of the case. The Adjutant 
General’s Office has a plan for a card catalog system, but 
it differs from General Ainsworth’s system in this im- 
pertant respect: the indexes of the Record and Pension 
Otfice are indexes of nemes; those of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office are indexes of subjects. A knowledge of 
one by no means implies a knowledge of the other. There 
are some sixteen hundred subjects indexed in the Ad- 
jutant General’s Office, of which eleven hundred are re- 
corded in a volume prepared for the direction of the new 
clerks at the time of the Spanish War. It is a simple 
matter to keep in order an index of names compared 
with the difficulty of properly placing cards represent- 
ing an indexing by subjects so that they will not legd one 
astray. 





We are told that our article of last week does not 
duly consider the effect of the General Staff legislation 
upon the Adjutant’ General’s Department; that the 
fenetions of advice and control which for a century have 
been vested in the Adjutant General and his corps, were 
transferred by the staff bill to the Chief of Staff and the 
({eneral Staff, leaving to the Adjutant General's Depart- 
ment nothing but the duties purely administrative and 
in the main clerical. This being so, why was not the 
question as to what change this required in the office of 
the Adjutant General submitted to the General Staff? 
I: is fortunately not too late to do so now and we believe 
that Congress will supply the Secretary's omission in this 
respect. Consult General Corbin, who is still Adjutant 
General, in name at least; consult General Chaffee and 
officers until lately on Adjutant General’s duty and now 
transferred, or to be transferred, to General Staff duty. 
Call in others whose expertence will make them valuable 
witneses, We certainly cannot have too much light upon 
uch a matter as this. We do not agree with thase who 
old that the bill referred to does not, in fact, concern the 
Army at all, as it merely affects a much needed reform in 
‘he clerical work of the business establishment in the War 
Department building. As the bill stands it does much 
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more than this; it deeply concerns the Army and it 
should be thoroughly sifted before it is adopted as law. 
No matter what the name of the new department may be 
it must deal with orders, details, promotions and assign- 
ments, etc., etc., all those things that mean everything 
to the Service, and with which only one speaking the 
“language of the trive’ should be intrusted. We 
have reason to believe that the major general feature 
hurt the whole business with Mr. Root and will in the 
end kill the measure, though there are very powerful in- 
fluences behind ‘it. The measure should be com- 
mitted to the General Staff, who are by law 
charged with all such matters, and before whom it has 
never been, as we have said. No one that is fair-minded 
can object to this being done, and all will abide the re- 
sult. 
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It is an interesting circumstance that the important 
changes in the orgunic structure of the United States 
Army which have been made in the last three years are 
about to be duplicated to some extent in the British 
army. One of the compensations of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War was that it newly disclosed and re-emphasized 
grave defects in our military system which are to be 
corrected by the General Staff since created, largely 
tor that purpose. In much the same way the Boer 
War brought England face to face with the fact that the 
British military system was so faulty that it might im- 
peril the empire in the event of war with a first class 
power. As a result of that disclosure a Royal Commus- 
sion was appointed in November of last year to make 
recommendations as to needful changes, including the 
creation of a body to direct the administrative affairs 
of the Army, and the report of the commission has been 
submitted. ‘The commission recommends that the office 
of commander-in-chief of the British military forces be 
abolished, that an army council be created correspond- 
ing in a general way to the Admiralty Board, with the 
Secretary of State for War occupying relatively the 
same position in military affairs that the First Lord 
of the Admiralty holds in naval affairs, and that a new 
urmy oftice of Inspector General be created, the incum- 
bent of which, assisted by the staff, shall report upon 
actual facts and conditions relating to the military ser- 
vice without recommending or discussing measures of 
policy. The creation of the army council aims at de- 
centralization, the stipulation being that all the various 
arms of the service shall be represented in its compo- 
sition, and the abolition of the oftice of commander-in- 
chief is urged because of the pressing need of completely 
separating the administrative and executive departments 
of the service. It will be seen from this brief outline 
of the proposed changes that England favors a closer 
approach to the general staff system in her military 
establishment, thus following the lines adopted in re- 
organizing the United States Army. “The plan pro- 
posed,” says the report of the Royal Commission, “has 
been approved because it is necessary to make a com- 
plete breach with the past and endeavor to reconstitute 
the War Office with an eye single to the effective train- 
ing and preparation of military forces for war. * * * 
The object should be to secure for the British Empire, 
with the least possible derangement of the existing ma- 
chinery the immediate advantages which a general staff 
conferred upon Germany.” What the British army 
needs, the report says in simple words, is “a thinking 
department,” and it is that need that the new sys- 
tem, which bears the official and personal sanction 
of King Edward, is meant to supply. In principle and 
purpose the proposed system is much the same as the 
General Staff of the United States Army, which means 
a larger measure of co-operation, efficiency and pre- 
paredness for war as an assurance of peace.

Major General Wood, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of Mindanao, calls the attention of officers 
serving in that departmert to the lack of uniformity 
and the numerous errors in making up the records of 
summary courts, which he says call for more care on the 
part of commanding officers in supervising this impor- 
tant record. General Wood says: “The regulations 
governing these records are set forth with such accurate 
detail in the Manual for Courts-Martial that there is 
little excuse for errors in making them up. The at- 
tention of commanding ofticers and summary court offi- 
cers is called to Sections I. and II., Record of a Sum- 
mary Court and to Monthly Report of Summary Court 
Cases, pages 149 and 150 and Article IX., Executive 
Order, March 12, 1901, which will be strictly followed. 
Summary court officers should, prior to trial, fully in- 
form the accused of his rights and in the case where 
the charges involve a sentence of confinement and for- 
feiture in excess of a period of one month the record 
must show that the accused, before trial, consented in 
writing to trial by summary court. If the accused does 
not so consent and is nevertheless tried by summary 
court his sentence cannot exceed confinement and for- 
feiture for a period of one month (83d Article of War. 
as amended by act of March 12, 1901).” 
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A correspondent says: “I was very much interested 
in the article in the ARMy aNpD Navy Journat of Jan. 
16 in regard to medals of honor. It stated that 
there are one hundred and nine officers who have medals 
of honor, and mentioned fifteen who won them for gal- 


lantry in action in the Philippines, etc. Did any of them 
receive the medal of honor for any conduct except ‘in 
action?’ If so, how many? ‘The New York Sun, in its 
edition of Jan. 19, claims that General Wood received 
a medal of honor in violation of the law, because it was 
bestowed for other causes than distinguished conduct ‘in 
action.’”” A medal of honor was granted to Gen, Leon- 
ard Wood “for distinguished conduct in the campaign 
against the Apache Indians during the summer of 1886 
while serving as medical officer with General Lawton’s 
division ;” Major Asa Bird Gardiner received the medal 
“for distinguished services performed during the recent 
war ;” Col. H. B. Osgood for voluntarily ining in 
the Service during the invasion of Pennsylvania after 
his term of service had expired; Gen. L. H. Carpenter 
for “distinguished conduct” during an Indian campaign. 
Of the other medals of honor sixty-one were bestowed 
for “most distinguished gallantry;” sixty-two for “dis- 
tinguished gallantry;” forty-six for “gallantry ;” two for 
“most conspicuous gallantry ;” five for “conspicuous gal- 
lantry ;” seven for “distinguished bravery ;” one for “con- 
spicuous bravery ;” twenty-one for “bravery;” one for 
“coolness and conspicuous bravery ;” one, Capt. H. L, 
Hawthorne, for “gallantry, coolness, discretion and ef- 
fect” in handling his guns, aud eight for “distinguished 
conduct”—all these in battle. 








Impressive testimony to the efficiency of the medical . 
service of the Navy appears in an article on the recent 
epidemic of diphtheria on the U.S.S. Buffalo, written by 
Dr. George E. H. Harmon, Med. Inspr., U.S.N., and 
published in the Journal of the Association of Military 
Surgeons. Between December 4, 1902, and March 1, 
1903, there occurred a large number of cases of sore 
throat which prompt bacteriological investigation 
proved to be diphtheria. The most rigorous measures 
of treatment were instituted with results which Dr. 
Harmon describes in detail. After noting the generally 
accepted theory that the older the individual the less 
susceptible he is to diphtheria, Dr. Harmon says: 
“While this theory may, perhaps, account for the mild 
type of diphtheria on board the Buffalo, and for the fact 
that the disease was not contracted by any person above 
the age of thirty years, yet the fact remains that 18 
per cent. of this ship’s company of 750 men suffered 
from a disease which ten years ago had a frightful 
mortality under similar epidemic conditions in crowded 
masses of men, with a record of two deaths out of 187 
cases, and not a single death after the antitoxin treat- 
ment was begun. The evidence in favor of the serum 
is conclusive; and I think we may indulge in the gratify- 
ing belief that many lives have again been saved through 
its instrumentality.” These striking figures may suggest 
to American parents that nowhere is the health of their 
sons assured of more through protection than in the 
United States Navy. 
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In developing an efficient administrative system- for 
the Philippines the work of the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs of the War Department has been so helpful that 
it has in all likelihood become a permanent agency of the 
National Government. It is to all intents and purposes 
a clearing house for the adjustment of questions between 
the United States and the Philippines, and through its 
machinery the problems concerning education, revenue, 
health and quarantine and other important projects in 
the island have been worked out to their solution. Capt. 
Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., colonel and chief of the 
bureau, delivered a lecture on the scope and character 
of its work on the evening of Jan. 22 before the Na- 
tional Geographic Society in Washington, in the course 
of which he gave an interesting account of the rise and 
growth of the organization. Briefly outlined, the history 
of the institution is that the Bureau of Insular Affairs 
was organized on Dec. 13, 1898, by order of the Secre- 
tary of War, to meet the problem of establishing a prop- 
erly qualified civil government under military control in 
the islands. The organization has been changed from 
time to time to meet the constantly changing conditions 
which the daily necessities demand, and has now been 
worked out into a permanent organization, consisting of 
the divisions of correspondence, record, compilation and 
Cuban record, statistical, accounting, Philippine insur- 
gent captured records and the purchasing and disburs- 
ing divisions. To this last division is also attached tne 
Philippine purchasing agency.

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Writing to us from Japan, an American officer, trav- 
eling in the Far East, says: “There is great feeling 
here amongst the natives, both high and low, against 
Russia, and they are counting upon the sympathy of 
Americans, whom they think have a common interest 
with them in the open door in Manchuria, as well as 
all the rest of the Orient. Poor China, she is suffering 
the penalty of putting the civil above the military train- 
ing, and while heaping honor and emoluments upon the 
civil servants, sentences her criminals to .servicg. in the 
army. Is it that the United States is following in her 
footseteps, or has she now her long looked for ‘man on 
horseback’, though, contrary to all expectations, not a 
soldier? . But no more of this at present, or until later, 
when the smoke of battle will conceal the position of 
the guns and make it a little more difficult to pick off 
the cannoneers.”’ 
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Popular interest in England in the proposal to estab- 
lish some form of conscription as a means of recruiting 
the army has been still further stimulated by a sugges- 
tion from Rudyard Kipling, which is published in the Na- 
tional Service Journal of London. Mr, Kipling contends 
that there already exists in the average English public 
school a highly efficient system of conscription for games 
“based on physical coercion of the young conscript and 
the carefully educated opinion of the conscript’s equals.” 
For these games boys are trained to fixed standards, and 
Mr. Kipling maintains that if only ten per cent. of the 
time given to cricket and football were devoted to mili- 
tary drill and target practice, the result would be the 
gradual development of an enormous body of vigorous, 
self-respecting young men fairly well grounded in the 
fundamental routine of military duties and available for 
service in time of need. “The time thus devoted to mili- 
tary drill,” Mr. Kipling continues, “would not come to 
much more than one and a half hours a week for thirty- 
six weeks, but in five or six years that would go far toward 
making a trained man. If the proposed percentage of 
time were taken up under the existing system there would 
be no need of gush about patriotism or self-sacrifice any 
more than one would gush over fagging at the nets or at 
schoolhouse cricket matches.” The plan suggested by Mr. 
Kipling has much to commend it. No form of athletic 
training is better calculated to develop the minds and 
bodies of boys than the military drill with its attendant 
gymnastics and calisthenics, and besides that it tends to 
encourage manliness, dignity and good habits. We do not 
doubt that the introduction of a well-considered system 
of military drills for every class of boys of twelve years 
and upwards at every public school in the United States 
would greatly increase the thoroughness of those institu- 
tions besides adding to the population every year a vast 
body of robust and patriotic young Americans, whose fa 
miliarity with the elementary work of the soldier would 
make them invaluable to the nation in the event of war. 
The public schools of the United States have a total en 
rollment of about 15,900,000 pupils. Assuming that the 
whole number is evenly divided between the sexes, there 
are say 7,900,000 boys, of whom one-third or perhaps one- 
half have reached the age of twelve. Capt. James P. Jer- 
vey, U.S.A., estimates that there are at least 1,000,00U 
boys in the schools who might profitably be instructed in 
target practice. ‘lo that number might be added 2,000,000 
or 3,000,000 who could be put through a full course of 
drills leading up to the time when they were ready for 
instruction in the use of the rifle. The plan which Mr. 
\\ipling has suggested for England would be quite as fea- 
sible for the United States. It would be a substantial 
and, we believe, a thoroughly wise addition to our whole 
system of popular education. We know of nothing bet- 
ter calculated to appeal to the manliness of the American 
boy and equip him for the efficient performance of his 
obiigations to the Government whose protection he en- 
joys. 
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Evidently to settie off hand with a mere dictum a 
question involving an extremely delicate point of law, 
Pension Commissioner Ware has decided that a man 
whose war services entitled him to a pension forfeits his 
rights as a pensioner, if on conviction for a criminal of- 
fense he is sentenced to life imprisonment. The question 
arose in the case of a man who was recently sentenced 
to prison for life for robbing the United States mails, 
and the Commissioner, while admitting that the man’s 
war service would entitle him to a pension were it not 
for his conviction, says: “A pension is for the purpose 
of supporting a soldier during his declining years, and 
is a gratuity. As the claimant in this case is being 
carefully taken care of by the Government, it is fulfill- 
ing its duty to him already; and as this is to continue 
during the life of the claimant for an offense against 
the Government it is not reasonable to suppose that the 
ease is within the purview of the statutes. By convic- 
tion of the crime and sentence to prison for life the man 
has become civilly dead, and I do not think that it is 
an unfair interpretation of the law to hold that when 
a man becomes civilly dead he becomes dead for pen- 
sionable purposes; therefore, let the claim be rejected.” 
It is a novel and, we believe, entirely unsound doctrine 
that Mr. Ware has enunciated in this case. Broadly 
speaking, the Federal Government cannot repudiate its 
obligation to a citizen for any act of his short of treason. 
If life imprisonment for an offense against the Federal 
authority, such as mail robbery, could be pleaded as 
voiding the offender’s claim to a pension, the same ad- 
vantage could be taken of the life imprisonment of a 
man for an offense against a State law, such as murder, 
the fact in both cases being that the offender is cared 
for by the Government. Moreover, if the commission 
of a felony may debar a man from a pension to which 
he was otherwise entitled, does it not follow that the 
commission of a felony should forfeit the pension which 
the offender had been receiving up to that time? Take 
the case which Mr. Ware had under review. If the con- 
vict under life sentence has dependent relatives, must 
their rights be sacrificed because of his criminal acts? 
And suppose he is pardoned after serving ten or fifteen 
years, what is his status? Would not the act of par- 
don automatically restore his rights as a pensioner? The 
fact is that, whether wisely or unwisely, our pension laws 


‘are absolutely silent as to debarring from the pension 


rolls the names of men whose military service has been 





such as to entitle them to be there. And for this rea- 
son, namely, that a pension is not meant as a mere gra- 
tuity as Mr. Ware contends, but partly as a reward and 
an honorarium for services entitling the recipient to the 
special consideration of his countrymen, Whether the 
adoption of the principle enunciated by Commissioner 
Ware would be a good thing or a bad thing is not the 
question at al]. Our point is that it is contrary to the 
general trend of our pension policy and that in adopt- 
ing it as a rule of action he has set up a precedent that 
is quite likely to make a vast amount of trouble for him- 
self and his successors in office. It is an issue which 
must ultimately be settled by judicial and not by execu- 
tive action.

Referring to the remarks of the General Staff on the 
bill S. 915, to give graduates of the Military Academy 
the benefit of the decision in the Watson case which 
held that the time spent at the Academy was to be in- 
cluded in the estimate for length of service, an Army 
widow writes saying: ‘‘Is it possible that so gross an 
act of injustice wil! be done to those who have waited 
years hoping for this money? It seems as though I, for 
one, could not bear it. 1 was left a widow with nine 
children. Under Cleveland’s administration I got 
thirty dollars a month by special act. The representa- 
tive from here begged and pleaded for $50 as mere 
justice, but thirty was all he could get. I have strug- 
gled, oh! I can never tell you how, and waited and 
hoped that this money owed to my husband ever since 
he was at West Point, could be had, by honest (7%) settle- 
ment from our honest Government. Is all to be given 
up because of the advice of men who need nothing and 
women like myself left to almost beggary? The amount 
due me to-day under the bill referred to is $1,458.39. 
It looks like a million to me, and alas, I am not alone in 
this bitter disappointment. The coucluding remark of 
General Chaffee is so like hideous sarcasm: ‘If an 
individual can succeed independently at the Capitol and 
secure passage of a special act in his favor, let him do 
so.” How could I, for instance, a helpless woman, tied 
from the Capitol at this distance, by extreme poverty, 
with no one (even if I had the means for the trip) to 
leave with my children or to care for this place while 
they are at school, secure any one’s interest enough to 
get a special act through Congress on my belialf? Par- 
don my earnestness. If you only knew my great need 
I think you would understand.” ‘This appears to be a 
plain question of justice. The Supreme Court decided 
in the Watson case that officers had been deprived of 
their legal dues by an erroneous construction of law 
by officials of the Treasury Department, to which Army 
otticers were compelled to submit nolens volens. ‘To 
plead the statue of limitations under such circumstances 
against claims which the Supreme Court has declared 
to be just and legal is an act unworthy of the Govern- 
ment. Why should otticers whose rights were estab- 
lished by the Watson decision be compelled to go to 
Congress individually to secure what Congress has by 
its action admitted to be due to them as a class? 
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Writing from Calumet, Mich., a correspondent says: 
“Each week | read with considerable interest the col- 
umn in the JOURNAL entitled, ‘Bills Before Congress,’ 
and each week I notice a bill or bills similar to the fol- 
lowing: ‘S—, Mr. —.To place Colonel ——, U.S.A., re- 
tired, on the retired list of brigadier generals with pay 
und emoluments.’ I often have thought how fortunate 
Colonel was to have a political pull sufficiently 
strong to have his name brought before Congress for 
promotion after retirement and I have wondered how 
the poor devil makes out who has not a political pull— 
and would not use it if he had—who has been retired on 
half pay after long and faithful services.” We infer 
from our correspondent’s remarks that he shares the 
very common delusion that it requires “pull” or “in- 
tiuence” to have a bill presented in Congress. To get a 
bill before Congress all that is necessary to do, as a 
rule, is to enclose it to some member of Congress to 
whom you are known, asking him to introduce it, and 
in due time the measure will appear in the records. The 
whole business costs a little time and two cents for postage. 
When “political pull” comes into play it is in later 
stages, to get the bill out of committee and to carry it 
through the two houses. Our Michigan correspondent 
makes an earnest and unselfish appeal in behalf of a 
retired colonel of Artillery who received four brevets 
for gallant and meritorious conduct and the Medal of 
Honor for distinguished gallantry in action during the 
Civil War, who entered the Spanish War as a brigadier 
general of Volunteers, was transferred from Cuba to 
the Philippines and was finally retired as a colonel. 
The case of this officer is manifestly a deserving one, 
and is palpably among those for which relief is pro- 
posed in a bill now before both houses of Congress and 
already published in these columns. 
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The protest which has been uttered in Canada against 
the suggestion of the ARMy AND Navy Journat that the 
British Government might be induced to consent to 
such modifications of the existing treaty as would permit 
the United States to maintain several modern naval 
training ships on the Great Lakes, is evidently the cause 
of some surprise to the Army and Navy Gazette of 
London, which remarks that certain Canadian news- 
papers, notably the Ottawa Citizen, have expressed 


themselves very freely. Our esteemed Ottawa con. 
temporary appears to detect a tone of reproof in the 
observation of the Gazette, and resents it vigorously, 
adding that “it is to be hoped that the British war 
office authorities will recognize the extent of the com. 
plications which would be involved by the modification 
of the treaty.” The Citizen would agree that the United 
States should build warships on the Great Lakes if it 
were distinctly understood that the vessels were to be 
taken to the sea as soon as completed, but it is quite 
convinced that they would be kept in the lakes as “‘g 
menace” to Canada. As for training ships, the Citizen 
apparently -knows more about the United States Navy 
than the Navy knows about itself, remarking: “The 
Americans have enough training ships on the lakes 
already for training sailors on vessels such as can 
navigate those waters.” It is reasonably clear from 
all the facts that when the question of modifying the 
treaty arises the negotiations will have to be between 
Washington and London, as was the case with regard 
to the Alaskan boundary.

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It is understcod that an experiment, inaugurated last 
year by Lieut. Comdr. George M. Stoney of the U.S.S. 
Santee at Annapolis, has given excellent results and that 
he will be encouraged to resume operations in the same 
line this year. ‘There is a considerable amount of idle 
land in connection with the Annapolis reservation, «and 
Lieut. Commander Stoney, who had just come off cruise 
at the opening of last summer, had all of the sailor's 
craving for delving in the soil. He secured permission 
for the use of the land and to utilize the restricted men 
of the Santee as gardeners and made the formerly waste 
land blossom as the rose. Enough “garden truck” was 
raised at a small expenditure to decrease materially the 
cost of subsisting the men on the Santee as well as giv- 
ing them a wider variety and better quality of food. In 
addition to a truck garden a poultry farm on a consider- 
nble scale was established and Lieut. Commander Stoney 
exemplified the fact that no one makes so successful a 
farmer as the man who has plowed the sea. It is un- 
derstood that an ample seed supply was saved from last 
year and that agricultural operations under the direc- 
tion of the commanding officer of the Santee will be 
inaugurated with vigor as soon as the spring opens. 
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Secretary Moody has addressed a letter to the House 
Naval Committee urging that the Congress make an ap- 
propriation for the construction of a naval hospital at 
Yokohama, Japan. The State Department has informed 
the Navy Department that the necessary additional land 
can be purchased for $3,000 or thereabout. ‘The Secre- 
tary recommends that the land be bought at this price, 
as the location of the site is excellent. Rear Admiral 
HKixey has preferred not to start the expenditure of money 
upon the work until an additional piece of land can be 
purchased. In his letter to the Committee the Secre- 
tary also calls attention to the needs of the hospitals at 
Canacao, Philippine Islands; Sitka, Alaska; Pensacola, 
Florida, and Norfolk, Virginia; to the question of a 
sanatorium for the treatment of tuberculosis patients of 
the Navy and the building of a hospital ship, all of. 
which he urges should be provided for at an early date; 
and lastly to the needs of the Navy as to a dental corps, 
woman nurse corps, and the reorganization of the Hos- 
pital Corps. The Secretary, in concluding his letter, 
however, says: “In calling your attention to these mat- 
ters I do not wish to be considered as recommending an 
increase of the general estimates for the Navy for the 
next fiscal year.”

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For the present, at least, the question of promotion by 
selection in the Army, which has agitated circles for the 
past three years, has been put aside. The General Staff 
of the Army this week unanimously voted against such 
a proposition, and declined to recommend the passage 
of a Congressional bill providing for it. This matter has 
been under consideration by the General Staff for several 
weeks and has received the most careful consideration. 
Few reports favorable to it were received by the General 
Staff, and all of the members of that organization were 
irrevocably opposed to the adoption of the scheme. When 
a vote was taken there was not one ballot favorable to 
the suggested bill providing for promotion by selection 
in the Army. In lieu of this proposition, and in order 
to provide means to reward officers of the Army who per- 
form noteworthy service, the General Staff recommended 
the establishment of a “Distinguished Service List,’’ the 
details of which are printed elsewhere. 








The criticism of Paymaster General Henry T. B. 
Harris, U.S.N., on the scheme to establish a Navy 
General Staff has caused the greatest interest in the 
Navy. The publications relative to this subject have 
heretofore all been favorable to the proposition, and the 
General Board has been carrying on what its members 
term a “campaign of education” which it is hoped will 
come to fruition either this year or next. As a matter 
of pure news it is interesting to note that practically all 
the chiefs of the Navy Department bureaus are strongly 
opposed to the General Staff proposition and, at the 
proper time, many of them intend to follow the example 
of Admiral Harris and submit officially their criticisms 
of the project. At the present time Admiral Harris is 
the leader of the opposition, and it is understood that 
another strong paper on the subject, written by him 
and dealing with the scheme more in detail, will soon be 
forthcoming. 
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On Jan. 18 bills were simultaneously introduced in the 
United States Senate (S. 3537) and in the House of 
Representatives (H.R. 10346) for the relief of the 
builders of twelve torpedo-boats and sixteen destroyers, 
authorized by act of Congress approved May 4, 1898. 
These bills authorize the Secretary of the Treasury to 
pay to the several builders of the twelve torpedo-boats 
and sixteen torpedo-boat destroyers authorized by the act 
of May 4, 1898, the fair average cost of said boats, with- 
out profit, as determined by the naval board, of which 
Admiral Ramsay was president, $224,300 for each tor- 
pedo-boat and $374,200 for each torpedo-boat destroyer, 
deducting the amount already paid. This bill will, if 
ir becomes a law, give the William R. Trigg Company 
$512,000 and ten other builders corresponding amounts. 
it is claimed that wil! still leave the builders of these 
»oats heavy losers on what the vessels actually cost them. 
The report of the Ramsay Board was made more than 
a year before the completion of the boats, and the cost 
of completion greatly exceeded the estimates made at 
that time. The report showed that each and every one 
of the contractors sustained extremely heavy losses, 
through circumstances over which they had no control ; 
and that in making their estimates for the purpose of 
bidding, they were almost wholly without the necessary 
experience or data upon which to base their figures. On 
Jan. 22, 1902, the Bureaus of Construction and Repair 
and Steam Engineering stated that the contracts could 
never have been made if the Department and the con- 
tractors in 1898 had had the experience since gained as 
to the cost of such vessels. In England, the country which 
has had the most experience in building destroyers, and 
where labor and material are much cheaper than they 
are here, the destroyers would have cost $375,000 each. 
[he contractors go to Congress for relief, claiming that 
the cost of the boats was increased by the action of tne 
Department after the contracts were signed and that 
their loss is due to circumstances beyond their control or 
prevision, 
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The Chilian warship, Captain Prat, purchased by 
Japan was built at La Seyne, France, in 1890. She is 
practically a battleship of the third class. Her tonnage 
is 6,901, and with the natural draught and 8,500 horse 
power she made a trial speed of 17.5 knots. Her maxi- 
mum was 18.8 knots with 12,150 horse power. Her 
normal coal suppiy is 400 tons, though she can carry 
1,100 tons, which, at an eight knot rate, gives her a 
steaming radius of about four thousand miles. The 
armament is composed of four 9.1-in. guns, mounted on 
four barbettes. and of eight 4.7-in. guns. The secon- 
dary battery is made up of six 6-pounders, four 3- 
pounders, and ten 1-pounder, rapid fire pieces. She 
earries four above water torpedo tubes, disposed at 
the bow. stern and on either side just above the hase 
of the amidships barbettes. The armor belt is twelve 
inches thick amidships, and her protected deck is three 
inches on the flat. Electricity is used for working her 
guns and ammunition hoists. Besides the Captain Prat, 
the second class cruiser Chacabuco has also been sold to 
Japan by Chili. She was originally built for Japan, 
but Chili bought her when war was feared with Argen- 
tina. The Chacabuco, laid down at Elswick in 1898, is a 
protected cruiser of 4,300 tons displacement. Her 
armament consists of two 8-inch rifles, mounted one for- 
ward, and one aft behind Harvey nickel steel shields 
4 1-2 inches thick, and of eight 4.7-inch guns. The aux- 
iliary battery is made up of twelve 3-inch and six 2 1-2- 
pounder rapid-fire pieces. She has five above water tubes, 
disposed one on the bow and four on broadside. The 
maximum horse power developed on trial was 15,000, 
and under forced draught twenty-four knots was at- 
tained. The normal coal supply is 300 tons; the maxi- 
mum that can be carried is 1,000. 





The organizers of the project to establish a permanent 
military reserve of 100,000 men in Canada are seriously 
disconcerted by a suggestion from London that the Do- 
minion send a regiment to India for regular garrison 
duty—a suggestion which, in the opinion of the Ottawa 
Citizen, has not a single fact to commend it to the com- 
mon sense of Canadians, “not even as a grand stand play 
to impress short sighted people with Canada’s loyalty.” 
The Citizen adds that if the proposed scheme for an army 
of 100,000 is to be carried into effect it will require all 
the cash and all the young men with military ambitions 
that Canada has to spare, and that inasmuch as the Do- 
minion is doing the utmost to keep her young men at 
home the sending of a regiment to India would be de- 
cidedly bad business. The report that the request of the 
British Government for a Canadian regiment for duty 
in India has been rejected by the Dominion authorities 
appears to be generally approved by the Canadian people, 
becuuse the possibility of war between Russia and Japan 
suggest that such a conflict would ultimately involve 
Great Britain as Japan’s ally and thus give them the op- 
portunity for service beyond sea in defense of imperial 
interests ‘The Canadian Premier, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
in recent speeches in Parliament, has plainly intimated 
that the situation in the Far East might eventually re- 
quire Great Britain to support Japan with armed force, 
and that in that case Canada should be ready and willing 
not only to replace the British garrisons now stationed 
on the coasts of the Atlantic and the Pacific, but to des- 
patch liberal contingents to the seat of war if need should 
require.

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By a curious coincidence, the recommendation of im- 
portant reforms in the British army comes almost 
simultaneously with a published statement from Field 
Marshal Viscount Wolseley reiterating his lofty opinion 
of the United States Army. In a letter to a friend 
Lord Wolseley says: “The American Army is the only 
one I knew of which, like our own, is obtained upon a 
system of voluntary enlistment. But the American 
Government, wiser than oar own, pay their men well, 
and the result is that the American Army, as far as it 
goes in numbers, is, I believe, the finest Army in the 
world. Until we adopt a similar method of obtaining 
troops our army will never be in a thoroughly satis- 
factory state.” The last previous expression of Lord 
Wolseley’s estimate of the United States Army was 
contained in a letter of May 6, 1902, to the Editor of 
the ARMY AND Navy JourNAL which appeared in these 
columns on June 14, 1902, as part of our report of the 
celebration of the centennial anniversary of the found- 


ing of the United States Military Academy. In the 
course of that letter Lord Wolseley said: “I regret 
very much that I have no time at my disposa) for writ- 
ing letters intended for publication, but I can assure 
you of this, that I always quote the American Army as 
ater | to my view of soldiers, the best Army in the 
world.” 





While the Mexican army is numerically strong—num- 
bering upwards of 80,000 men, with a further increase 
in prospect—its effectiveness as a nghting force is prob- 
iematical. And partly for this reason, that it is in a cer- 
tain sense a penal institution to which civilian offenders 
are committed to serve out their sentences. Press des- 
patches from the City of Mexico a few days ago stated 
that several convicted pick-pockets had been placed in 
the ranks of the Army to serve the terms of their sen- 
tences, the authorities believing that that mode of pun- 
ishment would prove more effective than imprisonment, 
and the reports recall the fact that the same custom 
has prevailed in Mexico for many years. The famous 
Rurales Guard of Mexico is composed in considerable de- 
gree of men who have been convicted of law-breaking, 
and the same is true to some extent of other branches 
of the service. The effectiveness of an army into which 
such elements are admitted is, we repeat, questionable, 
and not to be ascertained except in time of war. Com- 
pulsory military service is galling enough, but military 
service which is imposed as a punishment for crime 
must tend strongly to the impairment of morale, disci- 
pline and efficiency. It is strange that two neighboring 
republics like Mexico and the United States should ob- 
serve such radically different conditions relating to mili- 
tary service, Mexico placing criminals in the army be- 
cause they are criminals and the United States sternly 
rejecting them for the very same reason,

As proof that the founders of the Republic of Panama 
are resolved that nothing shall be left undone to secure 
the peace and perpetuity of the new nation, particular 
interest attaches to the following provision which has 


been incorporated in their constitution by the vote of a 
large majority of the members of the constitutional con- 
vention: “Should public peace or constitutional order 
be disturbed in any part of the Republic of Panama the 
Government of the United States may intervene to re- 
store peace or order in the event that the United States, 
by treaty or convention, shall have assumed, or expressed 
the intention of assuming, the obligation of guaranteeing 
the independence and sovereignty of this republic.” The 
wisdom of this stipulation is manifest at a glance. It 
virtually recognizes the suzerainty of the United States 
over Panama, just as the Platt amendment to the Cuban 
constitution recognized the suzerainty of the United 
States over Cuba, and it makes the Government at Wash- 
ington the sole judge as to whether at any time it should 
assert its physical influence in behalf of peace and order 
on the Jsthmus. This provision of the constitution of 
Panama indicates that its authors are possessed of traits 
more closely approaching the level of real statesmanship 
than we are accustomed to find in the public leaders of 
the average Latin-American republic.

A subscriber says: “Will you please inform me why 
it is that you place the President at the head of the 
Army, as Commander-in-Chief, and do not place him in 
a similar position in regard to the Navy, when you 
publish the official news concerning each branch of the 
Service? I have always understood that the President 
was the Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy.” 
The understanding of our correspondent is entirely cor- 
rect and there is no officer in the Army or Navy, and 
we doubt whether there is an enlisted man in either 
service, who does not know that the President of the 
United States is the constitutional Commander-in-Chief 
of both Army and Navy. At the head of the Army ap- 
pears the legend Commander-in-Chief, Theodore Roose- 
velt, President. This heading obviously applies, not 
only to the Army, but to the Navy, which follows later 
on in the paper. There would seem to be no good rea- 
son to repeat it, as the purpose in inserting it is not so 
mneh to declare a well known fact as to keep our read- 
ers in mind of the name of the President, which is not 
always associated in people’s recollection with the office. 
It is for this reason that we publish weekly the names 
of the Secretaries of War pl the Navy and those of 
other officials. 











We referred in our last issue to the recent decision 
of the Prudential Insurance Company of America to 
abolish all extra premiums on Army officers’ policies in 
time of peace or in war time. This decision was only 
made after a thorough investigation of the conditions 


surrounding Army officers, and the facts and figures 
which induced the company to take this step were fur- 
nished to the manager of its Army and Navy department 
by the AkMy AND Navy JoURNAL. We have often called 
attention to the relatively small percentage of officers 
killed in action or dying from disease contracted in ac- 
tive service, and the action of this company, based as it 
ia upon our figures, is gratifying evidence of the sound- 
ness of our contention that the officers of our Army and 
Navy are exceptionally good insurance risks. They must 
be physically sound upon entering service; they have 
much out of door activity, and as they are furnished 
with medical attendance they are under no temptation 
to neglect themselves, or to swallow the nostrums civil- 
ians are prone to because of the saving in expense.

Thanks to the vulgar rowdies who grossly defiled the 
American flag at the United States Consulate in Cien- 
fuegos, Cuba, on the night of Jan. 29, the Cuban Gov- 
ernment has an opportunity to show just how far it is 
able to enforce its authority and afford proper protection 
for foreign interests in the island.

At a dinner of the Aidine Club recently in New York

The attention of Congress has been called to the need 
of properly trained nurses, men and women, in the Navy.

Rear Admiral B. P. Lamberton, U.S.N., under date 
of Culebra, Jan. 19, on board the U.S.S. Newark in 
squadron G.C.M. orders announces that Warrant Ma- 
chinist Henry W. Biggs, U.S.N., having been tried be- 
fore a G.C.M. on board the U.S.S. Montgomery, at Cu- 
lebra, U.S.W.1., on Jan. 18, 1904, and found guilty of 
“scandalous conduct tending to the destruction of pose 
morals,” was sentenced “to be publicly repriman by 
the commander-in-chief, and to be restricted to the lim- 
its of his ship or station for six (6) months.” The sen- 
tence was approved to take effect from Jan. 19, 1904, 
and the publishing of the order on the quarter—-deck 
was considered the public reprimand. 





Capt. Andrew Dunlap, commandant of the naval sta- 
tion at San Juan, P.R.. cabled the Navy Department 
Feb. 2, reporting the fact that Comdr.

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LONG RECOIL FIELD GUNS. 

It is not very long since it was considered practically 
impossible to inake a field gun which could be fired with- 
out changing its position on the ground and its direction, 
but since France in 1897 adopted the first gun of this 
class, and many experiments, toward improving its de- 
sign have been made, it has been proved that the prob- 
lem could be solved, and in this way a true rapid-fire 
field gun could be obtained. The present status of the 
long recoil teld gun in the artillery of the armies of 
Europe is as follows: 


The French Model 1897, a long recoil field gun with 
protective shields, was designed by Colonel Deport and 
built in the Government workshops at Bourges. 

Norway experimented with long recoil guns from St. 
Chamond Schneider-le-Creusot and Ehrhardt-Dussel- 
dorf, and gave preference to the last named, ordering 22 
batteries. This gun is rather ee (2,209 Ibs), Its 
weight makes the task of providing the gun with shields 
(question which has only been considered after the 
guns were ordered) a ditticult one. 

When trials began in Sweden, Cockerill and Krupp 
were the only competitors. The two French firms, 
Schneider and St. Chamond, found it impossible to fill 
the specification as to weight of the unlimbered gun. The 
lkrupp material was adopted. For the mounted artil- 
lery (3 batteries of 4 pieces each), Krupp’s short recoil 
gun with elastic spurs, and for the rest, Krupp’s long 
recoil gun was adopted; 72 long recoil guns and 66 
caissons were ordered in Essen. 

In Denmark the trials began in 1901 and were con- 
cluded in 1902. Schneider, Krupp, Ehrhardt and Cocker- 
ill, competed. Krupp’s long recoil gun was adopted and 
m October 1902, an order for 128 guns with cassions 
was given, which will be ready on April 1, 1904. 

‘The Swiss trials were the most exhaustive; nearly all 
the leading gun factories of Europe competed. Cock- 
erill, Ehrhardt, Krupp, Schneider and Skoda in Pilsen, 
Austria, furnished their latest models. St. Chamond 
also had been invited and had accepted the invitation 
to compete, but did not deliver its gun in time and did 
not participate in the trials. Later on this gun was in- 
spected at St. Chamond, but without result. Krupp’s 
long recoil gun gained the victory. Switzerland ordered 
340 long recoil field guns in Essen. 

Turkey sent several delegations to Essen and on two 
oceasions also to other workshops, and then decided for 
Krupp’s long recoil gun, ordering 184 pieces (16 batteries 
of 6 and 22 batteries of 4), with all accessories, i.e., 


cdissons, battery wagons, harness and an adequate 
amount of ammunition. / 
Kagland, beginning before the South African War 


and continuing after it, has experimented for years, and 
has chosen a long recoil gun with shields, which com- 
bines the best qualities of the designs by Armstrong 
and by Vickers. Both these firms are at present busy 
with a large contract, and it is hoped that the artillery 
or at least the greater part of it, will be armed with 
the new gun next autumn. 

Spain after long trials, two years ago ordered 12\) 
guns of an intermediate design at St. Chamond and at 
Krupp’s, which were delivered in 1902. The carriages 
carried hydraulic brakes and return springs with movable 
spurs underneath. At the same time 24 long recoil guns 
were ordered at the Creusot, but there arose repeated 
difficulties when the guns were presented for reception. 
Last spring the Spanivh Government invited a new com- 
petition for Jong recoil guns, but has now given up the 
idea of experimenting at home. A special board of in- 
formation bas been sent to France, England and Ger- 
many. 

lortugal has also sent a special delegation to differ- 
ent countries to gather information from the promi- 
neut gui makers. The delegation has now returned and 
delivered its report, on the strength of which it has been 
decided to make conclusive trials with the proposed gun 
models in Portugal. The proposed constructions are those 
by Schneider and by Krupp. 

In Belgium competitive trials are going on with long 
recoil guns from Cockerill, St. Chamond, Krupp, Ehr- 
hardt and Skoda. Cockerill has also entered one gun 
of a rigid recoil design from a battery ordered three 
years ago and under trial now by the Belgian artil- 
lery. For this gun there is little hope of being adopted. 
A majority of the board has declared for the long re- 
coil system. It remains doubtful which of the compet- 
ing desians will he selected. 

The Government of the Netherlands has brought in a 
bill for the re-armament of the Dutch field artillery 
with long recoil guns after Krupp’s design. The _ re- 
port says that since the trials in which Krupp, Ehr- 
hardt and Schneider competed, the conviction has been 
reached that Krupp’s 3-inch long recoil gun decidedly 
deserved the preference and was to be recommended in 
every respect foi adoption. 204 guns und 408 caissons 
ani 200 more caissons for the artillery park are re- 
quired, besides the ammunition, battery wagons and 
accessories, the total cost amounting to seven million 
guilders: 425,400 guilders are asked for this year, in 
the main to pay for a complete battery for practice on 
the proving grounds of Oldebrock. 

Italy has neary completed 540 3-inch field guns after 
n design similar to Krupp’s short recoil gun, but has 
had many dittieulties with the delivery by the Italian 
workshops. In the meantime the long recoil system 
has come into favor there as elsewhere, so probably the 
rest of the Italian artillery will not be armed with the 
same gun. Trials with long recoil guns are going on, but 
have not yet been concluded. 

In Germany trials are now going on to change the 
field guns, Model "6, into long recoil guns. Twelve bat- 
teries of altered guns without and with shields were 
uséd in the last Autumn’s maneuvers and have given 
satisfaction. 

In Austria also the long recoil system has been 
adopted in principle, but the special model has not yet 
been decided upon. 

Russian has made long trials and has for the time- 
being adopted a model with glycerine brake and India 
rubber return springs lodged in the body of the carriage. 
After. this design, made hy General Engelhardt, a large 
number or guns, it is said 1,200, have been ordered in 
the. workshops of Putilow. But this model is not yet 
generally adopted. It rather seems that an improved 
type will in the end be adopted for the balance of the 
Russian artillery.

It seems that Servia also contemplates a re-armament 
of her field artillery. It is stated that trials will be 
made with a battery ordered from Skoda before the 
death of King Alexander, and probably with other 
models. 

It is not known whether Bulgaria and Greece have 
taken any steps as yet for the re-armament of their 
<r at least nothing of the kind has been pub- 
lished. 

To sum up: Eight among the nineteen governments 
mentioned have closed the gun question in favor of the 
long recoil gun, nine others have partly concluded it, 
or are still engaged in trials; two have not yet done 
anything in the matter. Among the eight which have 
attained a decision, only two, England and France, were 
able to draw from models designed at home; the other 
six had to fall back on foreign gun factories, and in all 
these cases the German makers have been victorious. In 
five of them the Krupp Company, and in the case of Nor- 
way, where Krupp did not compete, Ehrhardt-Dussel- 
dorf.

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EX-SECRETARY LUNG ON GENERAL STAFF. 


In his work just published by The Outlook Company, 
New York, entitled “The New American Navy,” ex-Sec- 
retary John D. Long gives expression to his opinion on 
the subject of the General Staff, of which he says: 

“The present general system of the administration of 
the Naval Department, as it has now existed for many 


years, has stood the test of all that time, including two 
recent wars and the upbuilding of the new Navy during 
the last two decades. It is possible that some better sys- 
tem might be devised, but with the constant improve- 
ments in details, which will incidentally attend it in the 
future, as has been the case in the past, no better system 
in general outline has been or is likely to be suggested. 
Certainly no change should be made which, while seeming 
to maintain the present relation of the Navy to a civilian 
head in form, will displace it in fact. For this reason it 
has seemed to me that the general staff, which, so long 
as it is subject to appointment and control by the bec- 
retary, as originally instituted by me, is a very valuable 
adjunct in insuring preparedness for war, should not be 
put by legislative enactment beyond immediate civilian 
control, Certainly no such act should be passed with ref- 
erence to the Navy as was passed in the last Congress in 
regard to the General Staff of the Army, which makes 
the chief of that staff the immediate head of the various 
bureaus of the War Department anu practically gives 
him the control of them. 

“Such an enactment with regard to the Navy would 
naturally be followed by efforts for fixed tenure of office 
and for steadily enlarging power. It might tend to an 
undue increase of expenditures, which are already neces- 
sarily great, by committing them to an official who is 
permanently identitied with only his own profession and 
is not under the responsibility of a civilian member of a 
general administration which is directly accountable to 
the legislative branch of the Government and is subject 
to an early return to the criticism of popular elections. 
It is also likely to tend to professional jealousy on the 
part of naval officers toward one of their own number 
exercising the function of Secretary, while there is none 
toward a civilian exercising that function who goes ut- 
terly out of sight after a short term. If there is under 
the present system sometimes a little soreness on their 
part toward the Secretary, as of course there now and 
then is, they can take it out by growling and calling him 
an uncomplimentary name, but they have, perhaps for 
that reason, no jealousy of one with whom they can have 
no question of permanent rank. 

‘Besides, the act will be a stimulus to the Chief of 
Staff to hereafter seek always direct communication with 
the President; and a President with aggressive force 
would easily come to deal directly with the official who 
by such « law is made the real working head of all the 
bureaus and machinery of the department. Under such 
circumstances the Secretary could hardly fail to lapse 
into a figurehead in the administration of the Navy and 
really to have no other function than to sit in an ad- 
visory capacity at the Cabinet table. Precedent quickly 
hurdens into an inflexible system, and the first step 
should not be taken toward a military head of any de- 
partment of the Government.” 

In the preface to his work Mr. Long says: “As 
Secretary of the Navy from the 5th of March, 1897, 
to the Ist of May, 1902, had an opportunity to 
be impressed by the fine spirit, the loyal, patriotic im- 
pulse, the scientific and mechanical attainments, the 
courage, devotion and service of the men of the Navy. 
These qualities, and not the frictions, follies and faults 
which are part of all human nature, have given them 
their notable high character. Associated with them I 
felt their tremendous power as a mighty arm upholding 
the honor of the country; retired from that association 
I regard them with undiminished admiration and confi- 
dence.” 

Of the present Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
Judge Darling, Mr. Long says: “His judicial experi- 
ence, his decision of character, his straightforward 
xood sense and business capacity, make him in the de- 
partment a safe reliance to his chief and a proof of 
steadiness in naval administration.”” Mr. Long’s vol- 
ume contains various naval scenes and portraits of 
Secretaries Hunt, Chandler, Whitney. Herbert, Tracy, 
Long and Moody: Admirals Dewey, Shufeldt, Bowles, 
Crowninshield, O’Neil. Hichborn, Melville, Van Reypen, 
Endicott, Bradford, French, Rodgers, Howell, Remey, 
Watsor, Sampson, Evans and Schley; Paymaster Gen- 
eral Stewart, Major General Heywood, Captains 
Brownson, Lemly, Sigsbee, Gridley.

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PROMOTION OF VETERANS. 


The General Staff of the Army has made a detailed 
report to the Secretary of War, which has been forward- 
ed to the Senate Committee on Military Affairs approved, 
on the various bills introduced in this Congress “to regy- 
late and equalize the retirements of veterans of the 
Civil War.” After giving in some detail the history of 
such bills in past Congresses the General Staff quotes 
the following proposed bill, which was submitted to the 
War Department by Col. J. G. C. Lee, retired: 

“That any officer now on the active list below the 
grade of brigadier general who served with credit as an 
officer or enlisted man in the Regular or Volunteer Ner- 
vice for one year, otherwise than as a cadet, during the 
Civil War before April 9, 1865, shall, when retired, be 
retired by the President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, with the rank and pay of the next 
higher grade. This section shall apply to officers who 
have been retired on or since the eleventh day of August, 
1898, but shall not apply to any officer whose service 
on the active list does not exceed thirty-five years and 
shall not apply to any officer who has been placed on 
the retired list by virtue of any act of Congress, nor to 
any officer who has already received an advance of grade 
at the time of retirement, or with a view to retirement.” 

In commenting upon this bill the General Staff says: 
“Should the bill proposed by Colonel Lee become a law, 
the resultant increase of expense to the United States 
annually in the case of officers already retired would be 
the sum of the difference between the annual retired pay 
of forty-three colonels, twenty-five lieutenant colonels, 
nineteen majors, and one captain not mounted, with over 
thirty-five years’ service, and the retired pay of these 
officers each in the next higher grade and would amount 
to $49,485. 

“The bill drawn by Colonel Lee makes no provision 
for deserving officers retired prior to Aug. 11, 1898, and 
is defective in the following respects: 

“1st. Provides that the officers affected shall be placed 
on the retired list ‘with the rank and pay of the next 
higher grade,’ which would operate to give them full pay 
instead of retired pay. 

“2d. The provision ‘this section * * * * shall not ap- 
ply to any officer who has been placed on the retired list 
by virtue of any act of Congress,’ would defeat the object 
sought to be attained, as all officers are retired by virtue 
of some act of Congress. The word ‘special’ should be 
inserted before the word ‘act.’ ” 

Continuing the report, the General Staff says in part: 
“The following draft of a bill number L., if substituted 
for the Lee bill, would remedy the defects pointed out in 
the latter, would assimilate it more closely to the meas- 
ure which received the most favorable consideration in 
the previous Congress, and would cover the case of the 
sinall class of deserving officers who were retired prior 
to Aug. 11, 1898, above referred to: 

“*That any officer of the Army now on the active list 
below the grade of major general, who served with credit 
as an officer. or enlisted man in the Regular or Volunteer 
Service in the Civil War prior to April 9, 1865, shall, 
when retired, be retired by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, with the rank and 
retired pay of the next higher grade. This act shall ap- 
ply to officers who have been retired on or since the 11th 
day of August, 1898, but shall not apply to any officer 
who has not served with credit on the active list for thir- 
ty-five years, including service as an officer, cadet, or en- 
listed man, and shall not apply to any officer who has 
been placed on the retired list by virtue of any special 
act of Congress, nor to any officer who has already re- 
ceived an advance of grade at the time of retirement, or 
with a view to retirement, or since retirement. 

“Provided, That this act shall apply to any officer of 
the Army who was retired in a grade below that of ma- 
jo: general prior to Aug. 11, 1898, after thirty-five years 
of creditable service, including one year in the Civil War 
as an officer or enlisted man prior to April 9, 1875.’ ” 

The report of the General Staff shows that it would 
cost the Government $78,135 a year if the above bill ve- 
came a law. The number of officers who would be af- 
fected follows: Twelve brigadier generals, forty-five 
colonels, twenty-six lieutenant colonels, twenty majors, 
one captain (Infantry), eleven captains (not mounted) 
and one Ist lieutenant (not mounted). The report says: 

“There will be no increased cost in the case of officers 
on the active list until they retire, and if retirements of 
officers eligible to receive on retirement increased rank 
are made as a rule for age only, this annual increased 
cost will be very small. For the current year it would 
probably amount to less than $4,000, making the total 
increased cost for both active and retired officers the first 
year in round numbers $82,000. The number of officers 
on the active list below major general who have had, or 
will have had at time of retirement age, thirty-five years’ 
active service, including cadet and enlisted service, and 
who served in the Civil War as an officer or enlisted man, 
is ninety-nine, viz., fifteen brigadier generals, forty-five 
colonels, twenty-nine lieutenant colonels and ten majors. 
The retirement of these ofhcers will be distributed over a 
period of eleven years, during which time there will be 
many promotions and probably many casualties. It Is 
believed that the increased cost of $82,000 for the cur- 
rent year will rarely be exceeded in subsequent years, 
and thot after 1908 it will rapidly diminish.” 

The General Staff next takes up the Dick bill (H.R. 
5071) and remarks that it would operate to exclude from 
the benefits intended a number of officers who served ih 
the Snanish-American War. While it is true, the Gen- 
eral Staff says, that promotion was accelerated because 
of that war, service for the same reason was rendered 
more arduous and perilous. 

In reference to the bill introduced by Senator Scott. 
which provides that the President may, with the consent 
of the Senate, place upon the retired list any officer of 
the Army who has served thirty years or more as such, 
and who served in some capacity three years or more in 
the Civil War and who has been retired since Sept. 11, 
1898, on account of disability incurred in the line of du- 
ty, with one grade above that on which he was retired. 
the General Staff gives the following list of officers who 
would be affected: Cols. Clarence M. Bailey, Evan 
Miles, Charles D. Viele, William M. Van Horne, Lieut. 
Cols. John N. Coe and Edward Field. and Majors 
Thomas Sharpe, George W. H. Stouch, Henry P. Rit- 
zius, James M. Burns, and Harry G. Cavenaugh. This 
gs Pd the General Staff was approved by the Chief 

of Staff. 
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Secretary Moody has selected Rear Admiral Charles 
D. Sigsbee to succeed Rear Admiral B. P. Lamberton in 
command of the South Atlantic Station. Rear Admiral 
Sigsbee, who is at present commandant of the navy yard, 
League Island, having been assigned to that post May 1, 
1903, was spoken of for the relief ot Rear Admiral Sum- 
ner last October, but as he had only been at League Isl- 
and a few months, the Secretary was not disposed to give 
his name serious consideration at that time. The en- 
forced return of Rear Admiral Lamberton because of 
painful trouble with his eyes, which will require the most 
careful treatment, causes a vacancy in the South Atian- 
tic command, and the Secretary again took up the name 
of Rear Admiral Sigsbee with the result as stated. Rear 
Admiral Charles J. Barclay, commandant of the navy 
yard, Puget Sound, was seriously thought of for this 
command, but it was felt that as he had only recently 
been ordered to the Pacific coast it would not be wise to 
recall him before he had the chance to complete some of 
the work he has outlined. The relief of Rear Admiral 
Sigsbee at League Island will be Capt. George F. F 
Wilde, who in turn will be relieved from duty as cap- 
tain of the pavy yard at Boston by Capt. Albert 8S. 
Snow, now in_command of the receiving ship Hancock 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. The latter billet will be 
filled by Capt. William H. Emory, who was to have 
been on leave until March 15, and who is now at Roslyn, 
Leng Island. It is expected that Rear Admiral Sigsbee will 
join the station as early as possible that he may be in 
conmand of the squadron during the winter maneuvers. 
This command will soon be of much more impor- 
tance than it has been in the past, due to the policy of 
the Secretary of the Navy of alternating the various 
squadrons on their stations. Next spring it is under- 
stood that the present South Atlantic squadron will re- 
place the present Caribbean squadron, this last named 
suadron replacing the Mediterranean fleet, thus assur- 
ing the ships of the various squadrons of duty on all 
available stations during a full commission, While this 
policy is approved of by those whose present stations 
are undesirable, it is not approved by those on the 
Enropean station. for example, but it is deemed to be 
in the interests of efficiency and promotive of the health 
of the crews of the ships as a whole. The idea is one 
advanced by the General Board and which Secretary 
Moody has adopted as the future policy of the Depart- 
ment. It is a move in the right direction. 
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By conservative officers in the Navy the decision of 
Secretary Moody not to assign to duty in Washington, 
except in unusual cases, officers who have frequently in 
the past had shore details at the Capital, is generally 
1»proved, The Secretary feels that the Washington de- 
tail is one of the most helpful and broadening that a 
naval officer can have, bringing him in touch as it does 
with the head of the Navy and with the Navy Depart- 
ment officials, as well as with the various branches of the 
Government. For this reason he desires that as many 
oflicers as possible shall be given the advantages accru- 
ing from a Washington detail. There are cases, of course, 
where it is obviously desirable that a man who has proven 
himself especially fitted for certain work should as- 
signed to that duty whenever ashore, and the policy of 
the Secretary will not interfere with this. In general, 
however, naval officers will not be able in the future to 
secure more than one shore detail at Washington during 
1: long period of time. By direction of the Secretary the 
ltureau of Navigation will hereafter refer to him all ap- 
plications of officers for duty at the national Capital. 
The Secretary has further directed that no assignment to 
the Department shall be made without his approval. 
Seon after coming into the Cabinet Secretary Moody 
found that he was compelled to sign hundreds of com- 
munications a day and as it was manifestly a 
to read them before signing he decided that the Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation should relieve him of this 
routine duty. Instead of insisting on putting his pen to 
every order to an officer sent from the Department, thus 
preventing his consideration of the merits of the appoint- 
ment in individual cases, Secretary Moody has directed 
that orders shall be made in accordance with certain well 
defined policies of his. In this way he really has far 
more control over affairs than if he insisted on signing 
all such orders himself. For in any event it would be 
impossible for him to read the communications before 
signing them. Apropos to this we may state that two 
names were submitted to the Secretary for choice as 
(bief Hydrographer of the Navy to succeed Commander 
Southerland, who has just assumed command of the 
protected cruiser Cleveland, and were rejected. Finally 
the Secretary approved the name of Lieut. Comdr. 
Ilodges, presented for the reason that his record showed 
considerable sea duty and practically no detail in Wash- 
ington. 
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“Battle practices” for the combined fleet will begin oif 
ensacola early in March.

Navy officers say that this in- 
crmation is the kind that should be kept out of the 
ands of foreigners and every effort will be made in this 
lirection. On the other hand, the naval attachés ac- 
redited to Washington have received instructions to se- 
ure every possible detail about the records of the Ameri- 
an fleet in target practice. For the coming practice the 
wrdinary screen targets will be used. These are found 
very satisfactory for practice for gun pointers. Indeed 
there is a disposition among some officers of the Navy 
who have made target practice a study to oppose the pro- 
posed scheme of using some of the old monitors for tar- 
gets, A better target-ship for practice, it is declared, 
would be one built on a pile-like foundation, with a piece 
of armor plate six inches thick and some twenty-five feet 
across. As showing the scale on which the Navy is pre- 
paring to conduct target practices the following figures 
are interesting: During the past six months the Navy 
has spent or is spending $60,000, which includes the cost 
o* shooting galleries and ranges at Newport, Norfolk and 
Pensacola and for elongating ranges at Annapolis and 
a small portion of it for hiring established ranges at 
Creedmore, Culebra and Guantanamo. Of this amount 
$11,000 has been spent at Newport, $11,000 at Pensa- 
cola, and $13,000 at Norfolk. In addition $1,000 has been 
spent for the construction of a range on the islands near 
Chefoo.

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The card catalog system proposed for the Adjutant 
General's Office is explained in a circular issued from the 
A.G.O Jan. 7, 1904. There is a record card file, an in- 
dex card file and a document file. The record cards num- 


bered consecutively contain abstracts of communications 
received and records of the action taken on them. They 
and the original papers are located by the index cards, 
there being a separate card for each name and each sub- 
ject. The record cards are filed numerically and the in- 
dex cards alphabetically and are stamped with the same 
official number. A document file contains the original 
papers numbered consecutively, with numbers corres- 
ponding to those on the index and record cards. Press 
copies of letters, telegrams and orders relating to a doc- 
ument are filed with it. From the record and telegrams 
communications to be recorded are selected and passed 
to an index clerk, who searches for any previous papers 
or record of action on the subject and notes on the pa- 
per the fact of its existence or non-existence. Next it 
goes to a clerk who briefs it and enters it upon a record 
and an index card; after that it goes to the numbering 
clerk, and finally to the proper clerk for action. A se 
lected list of subjects prepared for use in the Adjutant 
General’s Office contains over one thousand one hun- 
dred titles. 


The Army transport Sumner was scheduled to sail 
from Havana for the United States on February 5, hav- 
ing on board all the American troops then remaining 
in Cuba, namely: The 17th Coast Artillery, Capt. C. H. 
Arnold commanding; the 19th Coast Artillery, Capt.

President Palma 
made a speech, gratefully acknowledging the friendship 
and good faith of the American Government in dealing 
with Cuba. and Major Edward T. Brown, U.S.A., com- 
manding the United States forces in Cuba, replied in a 
graceful address of wood wishes for the Cuban Republic.

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When General Story, Chief of Artillery, finished his 
short hearing on the Army Anpropriation bill the mem- 
bers of the House Military Committee, metaphorically 
speaking, fell upon his neck and wept for joy.

General Dodge, Paymaster General, did not want any- 
thing except a consolidation of approprianons to save 
bookkeeping, but he had great difficulty in making the 
committee understand the methods of bookkeeping in 
his department. General Crozier, Ordnance Department, 
asked that he be given more money for reserve ammuni- 
tion: that the appropriation for Field Artillery for the 
militia be made immediately available and that some 
changes be made in the wording of appropriations to fa- 
cilitate his work. 
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The Army Register for 1904 was issued this week by 
the War Department and is thought to be in every 
manner the best publication of the sort that has ever 


been published by the War Department. It contains 
570 pages and is printed on thin paper which makes it 
a much less bulky volume than it has been in the past. 
The most important new feature of the book is the giv- 
ing of the date of birth of each officer of the Army after 
bis name in the column with his record in the Army. 
The General Staff Corps of the Army is given in the 
Army Register, and the officers stationed at the various 
Service Schools are indicated under separate headings. 
In connection with the dates of birth of officers one mis- 
take, which will probably be of interest to the officer 
involved, is made. After the name of Captain (now 
Major) Oscar J. Brown, 1st Cav., his date of birth is 
given as Nov. 25, 17538, which would make this officer 
about 150 years of age.

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Secretary Taft this week approved the recommenda- 
tion of the Chief of Staff that Congress be asked to make 
an annual appropriation of $8,000 to pay all damages 
caused by troops at the yearly maneuvers between the 
yA and organized militia, and an appropriation of 
$5, to pay damages caused by the joint maneuvers be- 
tween the Army and the Navy. It has been found that 
the firing of the heavy guns during the joint maneuvers 
causes the breaking of window glasses and other slight 
damages. At West Point, Ky., the last maneuvers cost 
$2,837.26 for damages to property and $1,168.41 for 
lease of land. At Fort Riley the amounts were $2,728.75 
and $2,250; altogether $8,984.40. The cost of trans- 
porting the 2.789 Regulars at West Point was $50,- 
830.97: the 7.413 militia. cost $87,859.04; altogether 
$138,690.01. The transportation of 3,534 Regulars at 
Fort Riley was $97,314.37; the 4.064 militia $52,586.44; 
total $149,900.81; grand total, $288,590.82.

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Major Henry B. Moon, 10th U.S. Inf., has been de- 
tailed by General MacArthur to look up the various 
sites offered for target ranges for the small arms prac- 
tice for the coming year.

All indications point to the probability that the drills 
and maneuvers in the Caribbean Sea this winter may be 
somewhat curtailed in consequence of the continual dis- 
turbed condition of political affairs in the West Indies. 
With Santo Domingo and Panama in the throes of revo- 
lution, and the constant menace of other and more im- 
portant points, it is not too much to presume that em- 
ployment for the battleship squadron may be expected 
before the spring arrives. Already the Training Squad- 
ron under Rear Admiral W. C. Wise, U.S.N., is engaged 
in maintaining the peace, and it is not a far cry to call- 
ing upon the vessels under command of Rear Admiral 
Coghlan to take a hand in the quelling process. 


In commenting upon the case of Sergt. Charles Lill- 
witz, Co. C, 26th Inf., tried by a G.C.M. at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas. and found not guilty of allowing two 
prisoners to escape through neglect, and of making a 
false report to the officer of the day, and acquitted, 
Colonel Hughes, commanding the Department of Texas, 
says: “In the foregoing case the evidence adduced dis- 
closes a laxity in the conduct of guard duty at Fort Sam 
Hovston which is incompatible with discipline. Had 
par. 315, Manual of Guard Duty, been complied with, it 
would have been impossible for the prisoners to escape 
in the manner shown. ‘The acquittal is approved. Ser- 
geant Lillwitz has been returned to duty.”

GRADUATION OF MIDSHIPMEN. 
Annapolis, Md., Feb. 2, 1904. 
Sixty-two midshipmen of the class of 1904 were gradu- 
ated Monday morning, Feb. 1, from the Naval Academy 
with ceremonies of unusual dignity and impressiveness. 
The ceremonies took place in the magnificent new armory, 
and the diplomas were handed out by William H. Moody, 
Secretary of the Navy. Addresses were delivered by Sec- 
retary Moody and by Governor Edwin Warfield, of Mary- 


land. The exercises were carried out with greater cere- 

mony than usual, partly owing to the fact that the bri- 

gade of midshipmen is much larger than previously. The 
two battalions which compose the brigade were lined on 
either side of the armory and presented arms to the offi- 
cial party as it marched through the armory towards the 
stand. The graduates were marched separately and with- 
out arms to the seats reserved for them. The brigade was 
commanded by Lieut. Comdr. W. F. Fullam and the bat- 
talions by Lieutenants Brittain and Hart. The newly ap- 
pointed midshipmen officers were attached to the brigade 
for the first time.

The cheering during the presentation of the diplomas 
was an interesting feature. David McD. Le Breton, of 
Washington, and Andrew C. Pickens, of Alabama, who 
graduated first and second in their class, were specially 
marked for cheering. The first was the only one to receive 
the cheers of his classmates, while Pickens was cheered 
lustily by the members of the second battalion, which he 
commands. There were specially enthusiastic cheers for 
Soule, Halsey, Oak and Shoup, members of the football 
team. At the end all joined in cheers for the Secretary 
of the Navy. The brigade then cheered for “those wuo 
are about to leave us” and the graduates cheered ~ for 
those we leave behind.” 

The ceremonies were opened with prayer by Chaplain 
Clark, addresses followed from Governor Warfield anu 
Secretary Moody. Mr. Moody delivered a message from 
President Roosevelt expressing his special and personal 
good wishes to every graduate, and then said: 

“Graduates of the Naval Academy, you leave the in- 
stitution at an auspicious time. It was not long ago that 
the law of the land limited the number, of commissions 
in the Navy, and the Navy itself was in a state of dis- 
entegration. As the old ships rotted they were not re- 
placed with new ones and the opportunities which naval 
officers had for creditable service were limited. The 
ambitious officers lockcd for avenues where he could 
serve his country with distinction and found them not. 
There were a few fine souls, however, like Admiral Tay- 
lor, now the head of the personnel of the Navy, who had 
the spirit and perception to believe that the day was 
coming when the Navy would occupy a different place in 
the country’s estimation. 

“The times have changed and I say advisedly that 
now for the first time the purpose of the Army and 
Navy is recognized to be to fight. Every effort is being 
put forth to keep them up to the highest point of effici- 
ency as fighting instruments and in that work every offi- 
eer can do creditahle service for his country. But re- 
member that the military power must always be second 
to the civil. You must always regard it as your highest 
duty to obey the will of the people as it is expressed by 
Congress. Yourselves. your superiors, the heads of de- 
partments, even the Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
and Navy, must bow to that expression because it is the 
onlv veice of the whole people. 

“f want also to impress upon you that the most im- 
portant part of yvour work is to learn the handling of the 
men that are under you. I do not underestimate the 
value of the technical education that you receive here, 
but T still say, unreservedly, that the control of your 
subordinates is the most important part. You have great 
powers. You ‘say to one man come. and he cometh: and 
to another man go, and he goeth’; the proper use of this 
power is your most important work. 

“And now, graduates of the Naval Academy, I feel 
that vou have worthily begun your work by completing 
your course here in the manner in which you have. I 
bid vou God speed and be assured that wherever you 
go and whatever laurels you win they will never be so 
green and you will never be so proud of them as when 
you return and lay them at the feet of your kind mother.” 

The standing of the first class of midshipmen has been 
made out for the whole four years’ course. First hon- 
ors were won by Midshipman David McDougall Le Bre- 
ton, who obtained an average of 588.94 out of a possible 
624. Midshipman Andrew C. Pickens, of Alabama, ob- 
tained an average of 583.12. The four other members 
of the class who graduated with “star” rank, that is, over 
eighty-five per cent. of the total, were: F. G. Coburn, 
582.61; W. P. Druley, 564.41; C. A, Richter, 560.14, 
and R. B. Hilliard, 555.28. The torty-one next midship- 
men graduated with credit and the remainder of the 
class satisfactorily.

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SECRETARY TAFT INSTALLED. 


Judge William H. Taft, who succeeds Elihu Root as 
Secretary of War, took the oath of office and assumed 
his duties on Feb. 1, the ceremony taking place in the 
large reception room of the War Department in the pres- 
ence of a distinguished gathering. Before taking the oath 
Judge Taft called upon the retiring Secretary, Mr. Root, 
who surrendered his portfolio and congratulated him in 
earnest terms. Judge Taft and his friends then proceed- 
ed to the reception room, where the formal ceremonies 
were conducted by Lieutenant General Chaffee, Chief of 
Staff, among those present being all the officers of the 
General Staff stationed in Washington, together with Mr. 
Koot and Secretaries Hitchcock and Cortelyou. In the 
afternoon of the same day Mr. and Mrs. Root departed 
for New York. The President called upon Mr. Root in 
person to bid him good bye. Mr. and Mrs. Root were es- 
corted to the railway station by Troop F, of the 15th 
U.S. Cavalry, from Fort Myer. Va., and were met at the 
stulion by Lieutenant General Chaffee, Major Generals 
Gillespie and Randolph, Brigadier General Bliss and 
Colonel Edwards, who had gathered to say farewell.

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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Gen. Luke F. Wright, who succeeds Judge William 
H. Taft as Governor of the Philippine Islands, and 
Judge Henry C. Ide, who succeeds General Wright as 
vice Governor, were inaugurated in Manila on February 
1. The formal ceremonies were preceded by a brilliant 
military parade and review in which more than 3,000 
Regular and native troops participated. The Governor 
and Vice Governor, escorted by the troops, passed through 
the first new gate in the city wall, proceeding to the 
Malacanan Palace, where the incoming officials took the 
oath in the marble room. Governor Wright’s inaugural 
address was a_ straightforward, convincing utterance 
which was received with enthusiasm, the Filipinos who 
were present leading in the applause. He reviewed the 
magnificent development of the islands under American 
government and declared that it was his intention to 
follow the principles of Governor Taft’s administration, 
instead of changing both policy and personnel, as was 
the Spanish custom. He complimented the gallantry of 
the Army and Navy, and recited the success of the 
policy of attracting and securing the co-operation of 
the Filipinos, who had rarely abused the trust, although 
represented in all branches of the Government. He 
urged the Americans to establish cordial personal and 
business relations with the natives, who must ultimately 
become their chief customers. He announced that the 
door of equal opportunity would be kept open for 
Europeans, Filipinos and Americans alike. He con- 
cluded by asking the co-operation and sympathies of the 
people of the islands. Governor Taft’s name was fre- 
quently applauded. One of Hon. Elihu Root’s last acts 
before retiring from the office of Secretary of War on 
February 1 was +t6 send the following cablegram: 
‘Washington, Jan. 30, 1904. Wright, Manila: Hearty 
congratulations and good wishes upon your assuming 
the office of civil] governor. There can be no better wish 
than for the same fidelity, ability and success which 
have always characterized your public service in the 
Philippine Islands. (Signed) Root, Secretary of War.” 

The Philippine Constabulary will be represented at 
the St. Louis Exposition by a detachment to be known 
as the “Constabulary Battalion, Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition.” The battalion will consist of twu com- 
panies and a band under command of Lieut. Col. Wal- 
lace C. Taylor, Assistant Chief of Constabulary. 

The third annual report of the Philippine Civil Com- 
mission and the annual report of the retiring Governor, 
Judge Taft, were transmitted to Congress by the Presi- 
dent on February 1. Both reports state that the islands 
are tranquil and in much better condition so far as law 
and order are concerned than at any time under Spanish 











rule. There are centers of disturb: in .the Moro 
country, but in the opinion of the commission they do not 
offer any difficulty in their removal. It is recommended 
that the Sultan ané dattos signing the so-called Bates 
treaty be notified that its terms are no binding 
on the United States or on the Philippine vernment, 
It is pointed out that the income from customs and otlier 
regular taxes has been falling off for the last six months 
and that a deficit may be expected. The Civil Commis. 
sion recommends a reduction of United States duties 


on sugar and tobacco imperted from the Phili es to 
not more than 25 per cent. of the rates im by the 


Dingley act on similar articles imported from foreigy 
countries; legislation is also recommended to permit the 
Commission, without consulting Congress, to issue bonds 
te an amount not exceeding $5,000,000 for public im- 
provements in the islands; objection is made to the ex- 
tension of the United States coastwise navigation laws 
to commerce between the Philippines and the United 
States. Governor Taft speaks the baleful influence 
of dissolute and drunken Americans in the islands and of 
the efforts which have been made to get rid of them by 
anti-vagrancy laws. Noting that the number of friars 
in the islands has decreased from 1,013 in 1898 to 245 
on Dec. 1, 1903, the Governor says their elimination can- 
not but tend to facilitate the satisfactory adjustment of 
agrarian questions, and with regard to the effort to 
Americanize the Catholic church he remarks: “It 
means in my judgment the beginning of u new era in 
the islands.” 

It is intimated in Washington that in chosing a suc- 
cessor to Governor Wright on the Philippine Civil Com- 
mission, the President will name a resident of the United 
States. Governor Wright wishes to have the benefit of 
the counsel of a man fresh from the States and in touch 
with the events here, and desires, it is said, an associate, 
rather than a subordinate. 


At Manila on January 30 George Hermann, a former 
inspector of constabulary, who robbed the Government, 
stole a boat and turned pirate in the Southern islands 
and was subsequently captured at Bayanana, was con- 
victed and sentenced to thirteen years’ imprisonment. 

Biennial elections for Governor were held in the 
various provinces of the Philippines on February 1. 
The vote was large and the returns indicate that most 
of the present Governors have been re-elected. 


The Manila police have broken up a band of Chinese 
counterfeiters who have recently flooded the city with 
— centavo pieces made of copper and plated with 
silver. 

A letter from Misamis, Island of Mindanao, under 
date of Dec. 10, says: “The United States has taken 
up the question of slavery among the Moros. Major 
Bullard, Governor of the Lanao Moros, was at Misamis 
to-day and gathered up as witnesses some Filipinos 
whom a war party of Moros of the Lanao country re- 
cently seized and carried off into slavery from this sec- 
tion. The Filipinos were afterwards rescued by Major 
Bullard, who, by a timely expedition, intercepted tne 
party and captured the dattos who were leading the 
slave-takers. ‘These dattos are now on trial in Iligan. 
They are the first caught and brought to trial under the 
new slave-taking and slave-holding laws of the Moro 
Province and will be watched with interest on account of 
the importance of the question and the liberal predictions 
of trouble that have been made in the press of the Unit- 
ed States whenever the matter of slavery among Moros 
should be touched.” 

The Secretary of War has sent a cablegram to Gover- 
nor Wright. of the Philippines, asking him for the opin- 
ion of the Philippine Commission as to the action to be 
taken relative to the $3.000.000 Philippine certificates 
of indebtedness which will fall due on May 1.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Henry W. Miller, a son of Jacob W. Miller, of New 
Jersey, and a brother of Capt. Jacob W. Miller, New 
York Naval Militia, died at the old Miller homestead in 
Morristown, N.J., Jan. 31, aged sixty-seven years. He 
was appointed an acting midshipman May 29, 1852, mid- 
shipman June 10, 1857, passed midshipman June 25, 
1860, master, Oct. 24, 1860, lieutenant April 18, 1861, 
und lieutenant commander March 3, 1865. He resigned 
April 10, 1866. While on the Mohican in 1861, en route 
to take part in the Port Royal expedition, the Mohican 
was caught in a terrific storm during which two trans- 
ports were sunk. During the storm Lieutenant Miller 
volunteered to help man a boat to save the crews, and 
for this act was warmly complimented by his commander, 
8. W. Godon, in an official letter to the Navy Depart- 
ment, commenting on his bravery. He was further 
praised for bravery during the battle at Port Royal. 
Since resigning from the Navy he has lived at the old 
homestead, and has occupied many important positions 
in the municipality. He was town recorder from. 1871 
to 1875, and mayor from 1880 to 1882. He organized 
the Morris County Savings Bank and was president of 
that institution at the time of his death. He was a mem- 
ber of the Pilot Commission of New Jersey, of the Loyal 
Legion, Naval Order, Navy League of the United States, 
and junior warden of St. Peter’s Episcopal church. He 
is survived by a widow and two brothers, George Mac- 
culloch Miller, Capt. J. W. Miller and one sister, Mrs. 
L. M. Hitchcock. 

Boatswain Charles L. Weiss, U.S.N., who was ap- 
pointed from New York April 10, 1899, died at Annap- 
olis Jan, 24. 

Mrs. Hannah M. Wright, widow of Bvt. Brig. Gen. 
Joseph J. B. Wright, Assistant Surgeon General, U.S. 
A., died on Feb. 4. 

In announcing the death of 2d Lieut. William B. 
Bonham at Asheville North Carolina, Dee. 1, 1903, 
heretofore noted in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, Colonel 
Mansfield, 2d Infantry, in regimental orders dated Jan.

Walter Hall Steward, youngest son of Chaplain T. G 
Steward, a very bright and promising young man of nine-

Capt. Thomas H. Carpenter, U.S.A., retired, died in 
Washington, D.C., on Jan..21. Captain fod aorsea entered 
the Army as a 1st lieutenant in the 17th Infant May +, 

1861, and served throughout the Civil War. March 
4 1866, he resigned his commission to engage in busi- 
ness, and on Feb. 12, 1908, be was reinstated as a cap- 
tain of Infantry and. immediately placed on the retired 

ist by special act of Congress. He received the brevet 
f major during the Civil War for gallant and meri- 
‘orious service at the battle of Gettysburg. 

Hon. William C. Whitney, who died in New York on 
Feb. 2, was a high-minded, patriotic American gentle- 
man whose private and public character finely exempli- 
fied the best qualities of our citizenship. As lawyer, busi- 
ness man and public official he represented the progres- 
sive forces of the times, while his influence upor the so- 
cial and political life of the period was both strong and 
wholesome, As Secretary of the Navy during the first 
idministration of President Cleveland, Mr. Whitney 
proved himself a powerful advocate of naval expansion, 
ontending that we should have warships equal to the 
best in the world, and when he retired from office it was 
with the satisfaction of knowing that his desires in that 
respect. were destined to be realized. It was eminently 
fittmg therefore that on the day of his funeral, Feb. 5, 
by order of the Secretaary of the Navy, the flags on all 
ships of the United States Navy and at all navy yards 
and naval stations were half-masted as a token of honor 
to his memory. 

Col. Fred Greydine-Smith (Smith, F. E., class of 1876, 
1.S.M.A.), died at his residence, Greydine, Canon City, 
Colorado, recently of consumption, aged 51 years. 

Dr. Henry Buehler Buehler, distinguished for gallant 
service as an assistant surgeon in the Northern Army 
in the War of the Rebellion and for many years a 
prominent insurance man in Harrisburg and a member 
of one of the city’s oldest and most influential families, 
died in Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 1, at his home, 227 North 
Second street. Death was due to a complication of dis- 
eases. Dr. Buehler was graduated from Jefferson Medi- 
cal College and after completing his course there went 
to Arkansas and established a practice. He entered the 
Northern Army as assistant surgeon in the 11th Pennsyl- 
vania Regiment in 1860, serving until the close of the 
war. From his early youth Dr. Buehler took an interest 
in musical matters and was possessed of a fine bass 
voice. He was a member of the M.O.L.L.U.S., and 
was an Odd Fellow and a member of Post 58, Grand 
Army of the Republic.

General Kline has fought Indians 
on the Western plains and his first command was at 
Fort Assinniboine, and a great portion of the post as it 
now stands was constructed by him. When the Spanish- 
American War broke out General Kline was appointed 
brigadier general of Volunteers. He was three years in 
the Philippines, and returned with his regiment to Fort 
Snelling in June, 1902. He has been in command of the 
post, and since he held the rank of senior colonel he 
acted as commander of the department in the absence of 
General Kobbé. General Kline will stay in St. Paul 
for the present.

CONSTRUCTIVE RECESSES. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ceived from Secretary Root a letter explaining his under- 
standing as to a constructive recess. He says: 


“It seemed very desirable to avoid, if possible, the legal 

complicauons and questions which would result from 
throwing these officers back into the positions from which 
they had been promoted, or possibly excluding them al- 
together from office in the Army—a result which nobody 
wishes and nobody intends, but which might be brought 
about upon purely technical grounds. It was apparent 
that as the Senate was about to pass from the extra- 
ordinary session to the regular session without any ap- 
preciable change, without the Senators or their presiding 
officer leaving the Senate chamber, two different views 
might be taken in applying the provision of graph 3, 
section 2, Article II. of the Constitution, which provides. 
as follows: 

“*The President shall have power to fill up all vacan- 
cies that may happen during the recess of the Senate 
by granting commissions which shall expire at the end 
of their next session.” 

“First—If that provision of the Constitution were to 
be applied to the actual facts and in accordatice with 
the reality of things, it would be held that the session of 
the Senate had not ended and that the extraordinary 
session had merely merged into the regular session -with- 
out any such end of a session as the Constitution con- 
templates to terminate a recess commission. If this view 
be taken, then these officers would still continue to hold 
under the recess commissions issued before Dec. 7. 

“Second—if, on the other hand, a technical view were 
taken and the Constitution were applied in accordance 
with a theoretical idea which had no real basis in existing 
facts, it might be that on Dec. 7 one session of the Sen- 
ate constructively ended, and another session construc- 
tively began, within the meaning of the Constitution. 

“In that view the recess commissions issued prior to 
Nov. 9 would expire on Dec. 7. This view, however, in- 
volves not merely the proposition that there was an end 
of a session of the Senate within the meaning of the 
Constitution, but also the proposition that there was a re- 
cess of the Senate within the meaning of the Constitu- 
tion. for there can be no end of a session until a time 
is reached when there is no session, and the time en 
there is no session is a recess. The recess may be led 
‘constructive,’ but it is no more constructive than at the 
end of a session which is assumed to happen. A con- 
structive end involves a constructive recess. A real end

Some confusion having arise as to the estimates for 
completing the buildings for the Army War College, it 
may be stated that it is believed the total expenditure re- 
quired will not exceed: $700,000. An appropriation of 
$400,000 has already been practically exhausted and an 
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CHANGE OF WAR SECRETARIES. 


The administration of the War Department by Sec- 
retary Elihu Root, which closed this week, has been char- 
acterized by a display of executive ability. and energy 
not surpassed by that of any other Secretary since the 
days of Secretary Stanton. The War Department has 
certainly never had at its head a more able man than 
Mr. Root or one more capable of dealing with large 
problems in an effective way. He entered the Depart- 
ment with a mind so well trained by study and experi- 
ence in the practice of the law that he was admirably 
fitted to settle the questions involving a knowledge 
of the law, such as have grown out of the addition of 
colonial possessions to the territory of the United States. 
The extent and variety of his work in this Department 
is shown by the volume, “Annual Reports of the Secre- 
tary of War, 1899-1900,” to which we referred last week. 
The record of this work is found in our weekly report 
of War Department operations during the period referred 
to. It includes an account of the direction of military 
affairs in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines,-as well 
as in the United States, and the settlement of interna- 
tional questions which have had a determining influence 
upon the future policy of the country. It is a monument 
to the zeal, energy and intellectual capacity of the retir- 
ing Secretary, his broad grasp of public questions and his 
ability in dealing with them. It includes an account 
of the work of reorganizing the Army, to which Mr. Root 
has given so large a share of his attention. 

How far Mr. Root has been successful in improving 
the conditions of the Army for effective work can only 
be determined by future results. Much that he has done 
has been in the line of improvement, but there has been 
much that has thus far resulted only in disappointment 
and discontent. Unfortunately, Mr. Root has not always 
been consistent with himself. He set up the General 
Staff system for the admiration of the Army and then, in 
the last hours of his administration, exhibited a want of 
faith in it by inaugurating of his own motion, and under 
the influence of not altogether disinterested advice, « 
radical change in the administration of the Army, con- 
cerning which the General Staff was not consulted. 
Equally unfortunate has been Mr. -Root’s disregard .of 
his own declarations concerning the. importance ,of edu- 
cation to the efficiency of an officer. He has sent the 
whole Army to school, has expressed his appreciation of 
the value of a West Point education and then declared 
in effect that a medical college is as good a school as 
any other for training a man for the practice of the 
military profession in the higher ranks. He has said by 
actions that speak louder than words that experience 
and training count for little or nothing among military 
men, and that our colonels, lieutenant colonels and ma- 
jors are less competent for high command than our cap- 
tains. This is certainly very complimentary to the cap- 
tains, but their superiors do not view the declaration 
with equanimity, and the result has been a spread of de- 
moralizing discouragement and discontent .throughout 
the Service. That our Army will rise superior to these 
adverse conditions we do not for a moment question, but 
what good has resulted from subjecting it to them? 

It would no doubt be unfair to hold Mr. Root respon 
sible for all that has been done to discourage the Army 
in the matter of promotion during the two administra- 
tions of which he has formed a part, but there would 
seem to be a good reason for believing that he has been 
a consenting party to, if not the actual originator of, 
much that has brought dis¢ontent into the higher ranks 
of the Service. That we correctly represent the views 
of the Army in this matter is shown by the favor with 
which our article of Jan. 9 on promotion by selection 
has been received and that of last week on the proposed 
consolidation of the Adjutant General’s Office with the 
Record and Pension Office. As an officer of large ex- 
perience says in a personal letter lying before us: 

“The effect upon the Army has been very bad. The 
spirit and ambition of the older field officers are broken 
and discontent has spread through al] the higher grades. 
You cannot wantonly insult all the colonels of the line 
of the Army for a period of years without affecting seri- 
ously the morale o: the Service. There is little left for 
the many gallant and able men over fifty years of age, 
except to wait for a toy from the Christmas tree to retire 
on. The retiring Secretary is an able man, but he may 
discover some day that he has left the Army.in a worse 
shape morally than it has ever been within my knowl- 
edge.” 

Another officer whose name would be accepted through- 
out the Service as a guarantee of large experience and 
sound judgment says, speaking of our article of last week

Against this we set Mr. Root’s active efforts to secure 
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higher rank for veterans of the Civil War going upon 
the retired list and his energetic: promotion of much 
useful legislation which we have recorded to his credit 
from time to time. Qur purpose now is to point out for 
the benefit of his successor what we conceive to be his 
errors and to show what effect his mistakes have had 
upon the. Army. 

It is to be hoped that the Army will now have a rest 
for a time. It greatly needs this, that it may have an op- 
portunity. to. cure. some of the wounds its amour propre 
has received and to adapt itself to the new conditions 
which it must meet in the future. We respect and honor 
Mr. Root; we fully appreciate all he has done for the 
Army and have expressed our appreciation whenever the 
occasion has offered for us to do so; but before all we 
respect and honor the Army, and our heart bleeds when 
we think of. the humiliation that has been put on men 
of honorable service, whom we not only hold in high re- 
gard, but whom we love because of their possession of 
thc qualities which have made the Army of the United 
S:ates what it has been in the past and what, God help- 
ing. it will be in the future in spite of adverse fate. It 
is the fiery furnace of trial that reveals the refined gold 
o! character, and many officers have been subjected to 
tials which can only be understood by those whose 
hearts beat in sympathy with that of the soldier. 








It is fortunate for all interests that the incoming Sec- 
retary of War, while not broadly conversant with the 
details and routine of military administration, is never- 
theless thoroughly familiar with the problems which, for 
the present at least, constitute the gravest responsibili- 
ties of his office. The acquisition of the Philippines and 
the administration of their affairs under a system which 

subject to the supervision of the War Department 

yequire that the Secretary of War shall be a man who 
; both an executive and a diplomat. He must be able 
(o devise policies as well as execute them, and, while reso- 
lutely maintaining the military authority in the Philip- 
ines to any extent that conditions may acquire, still 
trive for the extension of civil rule and local! self-govern- 
nent to the furthest limit consistent with safety. Judge 
Taft’s fitness for this branch of his official work is pre- 
eminent. He helped to organize the present civil gov- 
ernment of the islands and as the first civil Governor has 
erved with credit to himself and entire satisfaction to 
he islanders. His policy has been conciliatory and sym- 
athetic, seeking constantly to cultivate amicable rela- 
ions between the Filipinos and the Americans, and it 
is but fair to say that in advanging that purpose his in- 
tluence has been greater than that of any other civilian 
representative of the American Government. By his 
fankness, good faith and kindly impulses, together with 
his assurances that self rule should be extended just in 
proportion as the people were ready for it, Governor Taft 
quickly won and’ still retains the unreserved confidence 
f the intelligent classes of the natives, and in return 
he has trusted in them to an extent which, while its wis- 
dom has sometimes been questioned, has undoubtedly 
mpressed them with the fairness and kindly purposes of 
the American Government. He understands the character 
and aspiration of the islanders more thoroughly perhaps 
than any other American who has lived among them and 
this knowledge will be of extraordinary usefulness in 
shaping his military policy relating to the islands. It is 
morally certain that a considerable portion of the Unit- 
ed States Army will be kept in the islands for many 
ears to come. It is also evident that the civil admin- 
stration of the archipelago will have to be based upon 
nd supperted by the presence of military force, held in 
reserve, but always available for prompt and effective 
use. In view of these conditions and of the unsolved 
problems of education, religion, taxation and suffrage 
which must be worked out, it is exceedingly fortunate 
that the military supervision of the Philippines has 
passed to the hands of an official of Judge Taft’s charac- 
ter, ability and experience. As Secretary of War he is 
brought face to face with some of the most delicate ques- 
tions which the American Government has ever encoun- 
tered, but he approaches them with an intellectual and 
temperamental equipment which gives assurance that 
they shall be met and solved in accordance with the re- 
quirements of honor and justice. 

Apart from the Philippines, the situation before Secre- 
tary Taft is cloudless and untroubled. The nation is 
prosperous and at peace. Under helpful laws our mili- 
tary institutions are advancing to higher standards of 
character and efficiency. The Army enjoys a larger place 
in public confidence than ever before, and its value as a 
conservator of peace is gaining a wider recognition. A 
broad-gauge system of military instruction has been in- 
stituted which, by extending its benefits to the citizen 
soldiery of the country, is destined to bring the people 
into a hitherto unknown state of preparedness for the 
duties of national defense. What is needed is not addi- 
tional laws affecting the organization of the Army, but 
diligent, large-minded effort to derive the utmost possible 
benefit from the laws we already have. It will be seen 
therefore that Scretary Taft enters upon the duties of 
his new office under particularly auspicious circum- 
stances which offer exceptional opportunities for service 
which shall be creditable to himself and useful to his 
country. He has lofty standards before him, but his char- 
acter, training, experience and mental habit all combine 
to justify the expectation that he will reach and hold 
them. And in every effort in that direction he’ may be 
assured—if any assurance be necessary—that he shall 
have.the loyal and unwavering support of the Army. 
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RESTRICTING WARSHIPS AT SBA. 

Impending war between Japan and Russia has 
brought students of international law. and those who 
would have the responsibility of interpreting the duties 
of the United States in the event of a conflict, to a 
rather sudden realization that time has been wasted 
which might have been devoted to the creation of an 
international agreement as to the method of warfare at 
gea, and there is something of a disposition to hurry- 
proceedings now that war impends. 

The postion of the United States in event of a war 
will be a difficult and delicate one. Although not in any 
marked sense a carrying nation, it is the chief source of 
supply for food and remounts and may, with the great 
adaptability of the manufacturers of the United States 
to meet a new condition, become a source of supply for 
munitions of war. The balance of opinion gives to Japan 
the probable mastery of the sea in the vicinity of the dis- 
puted territory, this opinion being based not only on 
the Japanese paper strength, but on the supposed super- 
ior activity and training of the Japanese fleets. Given 
this superiority, a certain amount of Japanese naval 
strength would be available for commerce destroying 
operations on the side of the Russian dominions com- 
municating with the Atlantic Ocean. 

Between the extremes of the two schools of thought in 
the matter of hampering ocean commerce, there is a dif- 
ference which is almost antipodal. The extreme military 
view is nowhere better set forth than in Captain 
Mahan’s “History of the War of 1812,” now in course 
of publication in Scribner’s Magazime. In the last in- 
stallment of that history, Captain Mahan urges that com- 
merce destruction is a legitimate naval operation against 
a hostile country; that the consideration of private 
ownership of property afloat is secondary to the con- 
sideration that the property is a form of the national 
wealth, and that its destruction or capture limits by so 
much the ability of an enemy to carry on a war; that 
commerce destroying is as legitimate a part of warfare as 
cutting off communications and preventing supplies from 
reaching an army in the field. The loss to the individual 
owner, who may not be:a combatant, and whose goods 
are not to be directly used for warlike purposes, is an 
inevitable part of the suffering caused by war. 

The opposite contrasting view that is at present urged 
by the United States, is that military operations afloat 
should be restricted to offenses against combatant forces 
as military operations ashore are limited; that outside 
the scope of hostile operations, private business operat- 
ing in the form of international trade ought not to be 
subjected to losses simply because the owner of the 
goods is a citizen of the hostile military power, but 
should be subject only to loss when such goods are 
actually contraband of war or are incidentally contra- 
band from an attempt to pass a blockade or bring aijd 
and assistance to those engaged in military operations. 

The latter view including strict limitations of the 
power of blockade to actual effectiveness, would, in its 
just application, restrict materially the scope of commerce 
destruction and carries with it the prohibition of the 
bombardment or ransom of unprotected ports. In effect, 
it contemplates only military operations against military 
preparations, and the establishment of the rights of the 
non-combatant at sea in an equivalent meusure to that 
of the international agreement as to the rights of the 
non-combatant in land operations, 

One of the results of the conference which established 
the rules of war ashore was a recommendation that a 
similar conference to establish the rules of war at sea 
should meet within five years. The proposition ‘was 
allowed to lapse and there is at the present time little 
prospect that effective action can be had before the crisis 
of the Japanese-Russian difficulty. It is probable that 
with the outbreak of hostilities an attempt would be 
made to secure a congress of neutrals for the purpose of 
defining the duties and rights of the nations not at that 
time engaged in the war. It is extremely doubtful if such 
an attempt would be successful. Japan would be in a 
position during the war in which the assistance of a 
nation willing to strain the principles of neutrality 
would be most valuable. Given that Japan has the com- 
mand of the sea, she will still require on the- Atlantic 
Ocean very many good offices, and will need, in order 
to carry on effective prevention of the replenishment of 
Russian munitions of war, the utmost latitude which 
can be secured in the interpretation of blockading rights 
and of jurisdiction over belligerent goods carried in 
neutral ships. Russia will want to be “Jet alone” to 
land munitions of war, especially food, on convenient 
neutral territory for transmission within the &mpire. 

On the Pacific side, the assumption of séa control 
gives Japan unimpeded power of reception of military 
stores of all kinds and the situation is not -dissimilar 
when the Japanese control of the sea is assumed, to that 
of the Civil War, in wmch the North was in the posi- 
tion thus given to Japan, and the South similarly placed 
to Russia. It is to be assumed that the penalty of a 
recovery of damages will prevent either side from in- 
creasing its naval strength by purchase from builders of 
a ‘neutral nation after war is declared, but the question 
is still open and will constitute the serious and delicate 
aspect of the war to the United States, as to what 
point food supplies and coal may be transported without 
danger of seizure if ultimately destined for Russian con- 
sumption.. The contention raised by the United States 
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during: the Civil War is far reaching and capable of 


almost indefinite extension, and in the absence of a dis- 
tinct international agreement there might come about 
an anti-Japanese feeling, since it would be the Japanese 
necessity to hamper Russian supply and make restric 
tions of commerce with Russia a p 
strategy. 


NAVY GENERAL STAFF. 

In the opinion of Mr. Root, the retiring Secretary af 
War, it is within the power of the Secretary of the Na- 
vy to create a General Staff by issuing at establish: 
ing it. This information has been recel with consider- 
able interest in naval circles and although Mr. Moody is 





not disposed to take that step at present, it is a fact that 


he believes he has in the General Board a more practical 
and therefore a more efficient organization for the Navy 
performing the duties which a General Staff would per- 
form than has the Army to-day with its full fledged Gen- 
eral Staff. The reason for this belief, which it can be 
stated is very generally shared by other high officers of 
the Administration, is that the Army passed under..a 
General Staff organization without any previous prepar- 
ation for the change. The step was a radical one and 
therefore the General Staff of the Army is altogether an 
experiment. It can be stated on the highest authority 
that had Mr. Root not been faced with the obstruction 
of a commanding general holding office by law he would 
have created his General Staff by issuing an order in- 
stead of calling upon Congress for legislation. This 
would have made the General Staff the more subservient 
to the Secretary of War, a consummation which it is said 
the administration will insist upon. 

So far as the Navy is concerned, the incongruous au- 
thority conferred upon the bureau chiefs by the fact that 
they are appointed for a regular term of years, ahd are 
confirmed by the Senate, is regarded as a far greater men- 
ace to the authority of the Secretary than any General 
Staff could be. Secretary Moody and other high officials 
are strongly opposed to bureau chiefs possessing this ten- 
ure of office, but there is no immediate prospect that 
Congress will deprive them of it by legislation, 

It is contended by those conversant with the law on 
the subject that the Secretary has the power to transfer 
the Officer of Naval Intelligence and the War College 
to his own office and in this way he could place them.an- 


der the supervision of the General Board. This done 


the Navy would have a General Staff without ang 
legislation from Congress. Such a General Staff would 
be without that authority of law the fear of which is the 
cause of the majority of the opposition to the General 
Staff idea.

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REWARD FOR DISTINGUISHED SERVICE. 


January 30 the Secretary of War transmitted to the 
speaker of the House the draft of a bill for the reward 
of distinguished service prepared by the General Staff, 
based upon a memorandum by General Oliver. Mr. 
Root says: “The very moderate provisions for the re- 
ward of distinguished service contained in the proposed 
bill will remedy a very great defect in our system under 
which hitherto there has’ been no power to reward any 


service, however gallant and meritorious, rendered by a 
junior officer, except by making him a general. e 
present conditions frequently present to the President 
the alternate of withholding from otficers the rewards to 
which they are entitled or giving them a greater reward 
than is appropriate to their service and rank. One very 
serious evil resulting from the inability of the President 
to properly reward distinguished service is the lack of in- 
centive to such service which ought to be furnished by 
suitable rewards. ‘The proposed measure will not cause 
any substantial change or interference with the orga- 
nization of the Army, and the additional expense in- 
volved will be but slight compared with the benefits 
which will be derived:” 

This is the bill, the memorandum of the General Staff 
follows: 

A bill to authorize the President to reward distinguished 
or especially meritorious service rendered by Army offi- 
cers of certain grades. ‘ 

Be it enacted,ete., That in order to provide suitable re- 
ward for distinguished or especially meritorious service 
rendered by officers on the active list of the Army of 
certain grades hereinafter specified, there are hereby 
added to the military establishment as now authorized 
by law the following offices in. the Army which offices 
shall together constitute and be known as the Dis- 
tinguished Service List, to wit: five colonelcies, six lieu- 
tenant colonelcier, eighteen majorities, ten captaincies, 
and five first lieutenancies, any or all of which’ offices 
the President is hereby authorized, when in his judgment 
the services of officers warrant, to fill by appointing 
thereto, hy and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, officers on the active list of the Army of the several 
grades respectively next or next but one below those 
herein prescribed to constitute the Distinguished Ser- 
vice List: Provided, That no appointment to said Dis- 
tinguished Service List shall be made except on the 
specific recommendation of a board, as near. permanent 
as may be, of five general officers on the active list of 
the Army, which board shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent and sworn in every case to make the recommenda- 
tion, if at all, without partiality and exclusively on the 
merit of the officer’s services as shown by official records; 
And provided further, That shortly before making any 
specific recommendation for appointment to any particu- 
lar office of the Distinguished Service List the board 
shall have examined thoroughly the official records of 
all officers on the active list of the Army in the two 
grades next below that of the said particular office and 
shall then recommend for appointment thereto, if any- 
body. that one of said officers whose services as shown 
by official records were, in the opinion of the board, the 
most deserving of such reward, 

Sec. 2. That a distinguished service commission shall 
not supersede or otherwise affect the regular commis- 
sion held by the officer, but shall carry with it all the 
rights, privileges. qualifications and emoluments of the 
grade except, first, eligibility to command under said 
distinguished service commission save through special 
assignment by the President; and, second, the right to 
promotion: Provided, That any officer on the Distin- 
guished Servier List not thus specially assigned shall rank 
according to his regular commission and shall wear the 
uniform and use and be designated by the title of his 
regular grade. j 

Sec. 3. That upon retirement from active service, or 
whenever through promotion or appointment the regular 
grade of an officer belonging to the Distinguished Ser- 
vice List, shall equal or exceed his grade in said list, 
his office therein shall thereby be vacated:. Pro- 
vided, Thet any distinguished service commission shall 
entitle the officer while in the military service of 
the United States to append to his signature the corres- 
ponding distinguished service grade. 

Sec. 4. That the pay and allowances of officers of the 
Distinguished Service List shall be the same as for 
officers of corresponding grades in the Cavalry arm of 
the Service: Provided, That whenever an officer passes 
trom the Distinguished Service List under the provisions 
of Section 2 hereof, he shall, while in the military ser- 
vice of the Tinited States and not above the grade of 
colone!, continue to be entitled to receive each month, in 
addition to his regular pay, whatever monthly increment 
of pay resulted by reason of his corresponding distin- 
guished service commission. 

Sec, 5. That for any distinct service of a distinguished 
or especially meritorious character the reward contem- 
plated by this act shall usually be limited to a _ tem- 
porary increase of one ‘grade, with accompanying *ene- 
fits as prescribed in the act: Provided, That in excep- 
tional cases, in which the distinguished or meritorious 
services were of .an extraordinary character of their 
class, the said reward may, under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 1 hereof, be a like temporary increase of two gra‘’es. 
with accompanying. benefits as prescribed: Provided 
further, That any officer on the active list of the Army 
below the grade of colonel shall be eligible for additional 
advancement on, or to, the Distinguished Service List 
under the provisions of Section 1 hereof, but only for 
services rendered subsequent to his most recent appoint- 
ment to said list: And provided further, That whenever 
an officer on the Distinguished Service List is commis- 
sioned to a higher grade in said list, his office therein of 
the lower grade shail thereby- be--vacated. 

Sec. &. ‘That all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed, 

MEMORANDUM REPORT. 
First Division, General Staff, Dec. 28, 1903. 

This is a paper entitled “Method of Reward for 1.1s- 
tinguished services.” It proposes to vest in the Presi- 
dent the powér to grant ofticers of the Army Distin- 
guished Service Commissions not to exceed two grades 
above that held by them, when in his judgment the ser- 
vices of officers shall warrant it: such commission’ to 
carry with it the pay of snch grade. 

Some method of suitably rewarding officers. of junior 
grades for distinguished service is an evident necessity. 
Officers of the rank of colonel and in some cases lieu- 
tenant colonels are properly rewarded for distinguished 
service by appointment to the grade of brigadier general. 
But, as stated in the report of the Chief of Staff to the 
Secretary of War for the current year, page 11. “the 
appointment of officers of very inferior rank to the grade 
of brigadier general is, in the general case, most dis- 
couraging. to the Army at large. The excellent work ac- 
complished, by such officers would ordinarily be amply 
rewarded by advancing them one grade.” 

The President of the United States has, in his message 
to the present Congress, commented upon the necessity 
of some scheme of rewarding junior officers for meritori- 
ous service without making them at once brigadier gen- 
erals. 

The necessity of such reward is recognized in the arm- 
_ies of all first-class powers, and is generally accomplished 
through promotion by selection. In Austria, the Em- 
peror has the right to promote officers.of any grade out 
of their turn. He avails himself of this prerogative to 
the extent of about 20 per cent. of the vacaacies. Offi- 


cers promoted out of their turn must have shown special 
ability and have been recommended by the commanders 
of their respective corps, and must have been adjudged 
likely to become exceptionally efficient colonels and gen- 
erals. In France, promotion in the various grades Is 
made as follows: To 1st lieutenant by seniority. All 
2d lieutenants are promoted after two years’ service. To 
captains, two-thirds by seniority and one-third by selec- 
tion. To major, half by seniority and half by selection. 
To lieutenant colonel and all higher grades, by selection. 
Officers promoted by selection are determined by a clayg- 
siffing commission composed entirely of general officers 
of the arm affected. The French Minister of War now 
wishes the idea of fitness as determined by an officer’s 
record to govern in the promotion of all subordinate 
officers. He has proposed a scheme, not yet adopted, of 
“increments of seniority,” by which every officer is pro- 
moted according to seniority determined by increments 
given each year by commanding officers based upon the 
merit of the officer’s service as determined by his com- 
manding officer. 

In Germany, an officer who is not considered capable of 
rendering good service in the next higher grade is mer- 
cilessly passed by. Officers about to be passed are warned 
unofficially to that effect, and they usually ask to be re- 
tired before an officer is promoted over them. 

In England, promotion is generally by seniority to in- 
elude the grade of major in regiment of infantry and 
cavalry; in the artilley, engineer and staff corps by 
seniority in the corps. The Royal Warrant, however, 
states that a vacancy in any rank above that of 2d lieu- 
tenant in a regiment or corps is filled by the absorption 
of a supernumerary officer, if there is such, otherwise 
by the selection of a qualified officer. Promotion to the 
grade of lieutenant colonel, either to fill a vacancy on tne 
establishment of a regiment or corps, or an appointment 
carrying the rank of lieutenant colonel, is conferred by 
selection. In principle, lieutenant colonels so selected 
must have served as major, second in command. Colone} 
is a purely honorary title. They are selected from the 
field marshals, or high dignitaries of royal houses, etc., 
etc. The present system of commissions, appointments. 
promotions and retirements in England is complicated 
and cumbersome and is different in the army of England 
and those of its colonies. Among other features is that 
of brevet rank, which is conferred for distinguished ser- 
vice in the field, or for distinguished service other than 
in the field. Brevet rank is not regimental rank, but is 
called army rank. A major in a regiment, having the 
brevet rank of lieutenant colonel, for example, has no 
command in the regiment in consequence thereof. But, 
if his regiment is temporarily brigaded with other regi- 
ments, this brevet lieutenant colonel, with real rank of 
major, assumes his army rank of a lieutenant colonel, 
and if his brevet lieutenant coloneley antédates the lieu- 
tenant colonelcy of the officer commanding the regiment, 
the brevet lieutenant colonel assumes the command. 

In all foreign countries, badges, medals, and orders are 
given in recognition of distinguished conduct in action, 
such medals carrying with them, for officers, neither pay 
nor command. [A statement follows of the method of 
recognizing distinguished service in our Army: 1. By 
the medal of honor, which is simply a decoration, and 
carries with it neither rank, pay nor command. 2. By 
certificates of merit granted enlisted men for distin- 
guished service under Sections 1216 and 1285 Revised 
Statutes. Enlisted men may obtain an increase of pay 
for distinguished service. 3. By brevets, Sections 1209. 
1211, 1264, and 1283, Rev. Stat.] 

Brevet rank is only an honor and carries no pay nor 
command, except when, during actual hostilities, the 
President may assign an officer to duty with brevet rank, 
even ‘when commanding with his brevet rank he does not 
get the pay or emoluments of that rank. This more or 
less empty honor is now practically denied officers of the 
Army, since proper investigation of recommendations for 
brevet makes it, in these days of short wars, an impos- 
sibility to send nominations to the Senate during the 
eontinuance of a war; and.the Senate has recently failed 
to confirm those sent after its conclusion. 

The inauguration of the detail system under the act 
approved Feb. 2, 1901, in all staff corps, except the En- 
zineer Corps, and the Judge Advocate and Medical De- 
partments (which are technical in character) has de- 
prived the Department of the opportunity, which it for- 
merly enjoyed, of recognizing specially meritorious ser- 
vice in officers below field rank by appointment in the 
staff with an increase of one grade. 

Tt appears then that an enlisted man can win an im- 
crease of pay by distinguished service, and can obtain 
a commission of the grade of 2d lieutenant, subject to 
certain mental, moral and physical qualifications; and 
officers of the Army at large can be made brigadier gen- 
erals by selection, Between the grades of brigadier gen- 
eral and 2d lieutenant (which includes the whole of most 
officers’ service) there is a dead level, above which no 
officer can rise under the law, no matter how distin- 
guished and valuable his services may he. This system 
is manifestly faulty, and the memorandum under con. 
sideration from the office of the Secretary offers a solu- 
tion of the difficulty. 

Concerning this memorandum, 
tions are offered: 

1. As Congress has reserved the right of the Senate 
t» act on brevets, it would naturally act on such ad- 
vancement as is therein proposed. 

2. If an officer is given a commission carrying extra 
puy, he is entitled to the allowances also, which by law 
uecompany such commission. 

8. The memorandum would permit the advancement of 
general officers on the Distinguished Service List. The 
grade of general officer in the U. S. Army already consti- 
tutes a distinguished service.order, and colonels with dis- 
tinguished service may be appointed thereto by selection. 
{: should not be possible to further reward a brigadier 
veneral by making him a major general or lieutenant 
veneral, ID.S., or assign him to duty under his distin- 
guished service rank. 

4. It is believed that no appointment of the charac 
te. contemplated should be made, except in pursuance of 
the recommendation of a board of officers of high rank 
sworn to make such recommendations upon officers’ rec- 
ords alone. 

The accompanying bill is submitted to carry out the 
«lea underlying the memorandum under consideration. 

REMARKS. 

The number of officers in each grade upon the Distin- 
guished Service List proposed in the bill is 5 per cent. of 
the existing number of officers of the Army—in each 
grade—among the field officers, and, in the grades of cap- 
tain and lieutenant suitable multiples of the number of 
colonels proposed for the Distinguished Service List. 

If all the offices created therein were filled, the num- 


tne following sugges 


ber of officers so rewarded would bear in the te 
grades, the following proportion to the entire n r in 
those grades, viz. : 

Lieutenant cols., commissioned colonels, D.S.L. .. .4.09% 
Majors, commissioned lieutenant colonels, D.S.L.. .1.68%, 
Captains, commissioned majors, D.S.L...........1.55% 
1st lieuts. commissioned captains, D.S.L....... 0.87% 
2d lieuts., commissioned 1st lieuts., D.S.L........0.55%, 


These small numbers properly safeguard reward and 
prevent its indiscriminate use. It is not believed, fur- 
thermore, that even this small number of offices would 
ever be completely filiea, except possibly in time of war, 
or immediately after a war. Normally, in time of peace, 
‘officers would rarely render such distinguished service a, 
would make their appointment upon this list justifiabl.. 
The list should be the highest honor in the Army, and 
be jealously guarded. 

The provision of a board of general officers under ouih 
to recommend officers for appointment upon their rec. 
ords alone has, therefore, been introduced. Suck a bourd 
selected the present General Staff. The method of selec- 
tion inspired confidence in the Army at large, and it is 
believed would be important to the success of the pru 
posed Distinguished Service List. 

Section 4 of the proposed bill follows the lines of Nec 
tion 1285, Rev. Stat., regarding the pay of enlisted men 
rewarded for distinguished service by a certificate of 
merit. The annual cost of the proposed list wuuld be 
$19,000, upon the supposition that all vacancies were 
filled, and by advancement one grade only, the estima‘e 
being made upon the pay proper of the officers concerne:|. 
The officers who would have temnorary increased rank 
under this bill could be appropriately employed by. assigu- 
ment of staff duty, or any detached service, thus reliey- 
ing an equal number of officers now necessarily absent 
from their proper commands. . 
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TYPES AND NUMBER OF NAVAL SHIPS. 


The new method adopted by Secretary of the Navy 
Moody in dealing with the annual recommendations for 
naval increases has been the cause of considerable talk 
in the Navy. The fact that the Secretary has deter- 
mined that the General Board shall recommend to Con- 
gress through him the types and number of ships to be 
built each year, and that the Board on Construction sha!! 
only deal with matters pertaining to the construction 
and designing of these ships, is a most radical step. In 
explanation of the matter the Secretary this week made 
public a memorandum regarding the report of the Gen- 
eral Board relating to the types of ships and building 


piogram dated Jan. 29, 1904. This memorandum shows 
that on Sept. 21, 1903, the Secretary sent to the General 
Board an inquiry as to the types of vessels required, their 
number and the order in which they should be provided, 
adding a request that tue board would state their reasons 
for any recommendations they might make and give an) 
advice relevant to the subject matter that they might 
think proper. 

A confidential reply was received from the General 
Board, Oct. 17, 1903, giving a definate plan as to the 
types of vessels and qualities each type should possess, 
if it were practicable to obtain taem, and recommending 
the order in which the vessels should be built under cer- 
tain limited appropriations. ‘This letter was referred to 
the Board ou Construction for consideration as to the 
details of the vessels proposed and the cost of their 
construction, with the following letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy: 

“I invite the attention of the Board on Construction 
to my letter on Sept. 21, 190s, to the President of the 
General Board, and his reply thereto under date of Oct. 
17, 1908. I shall be glad to receive the opinion of the 
Board upon the following questions: 

“1. Can ships of the general types and with the 
general characteristics proposed in the letter of the Gen- 
eral Board be designed and constructed? If not, in what 
respect do the types and characteristics require modifi 
cation? 

“2. What would be the cost of the ships referred to 
in paragraph 5 of the letter of the Weneral Board? 

“3. What would be the cost o. the snips described in 
paragraph 8 of the letter of the General Board? 

“; Solely from the point of view of the present 
capacity .of the private shipyards of the country, how 
many of the ships described in naragraphs 5 and 8 would 
it be desirable to put upon the market within a reason- 
able time after the next Naval Appropriation act goes 
into effect? 

“5. What number of the shins described in para 
graphs 5 and 8 could be constructed in the Government 
shipyards, and how far, in the opinion of the Board, 
is it desirable that the construction should proceed there- 
in?” 

On November 27, 1903, the Board on Construction re 
turned a reply in which were stated the difficulties in 
constructing the vessels proposed and the cost. This 
was referred to the General Board far its consideration 
and comment, and a reply was returned by the General 
Board a few days later. 

The Secretary then called a general meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the General Board and of the 
Board on Coristruction to discuss the question~ in his 
presence ; after which the whole matter was turned ove: 
to a joint committee of the two boards, composed of two 
officers from each, with Admiral Dewey at its head. 

Under date of Jan. 23, 1904, this joint committee re 
ported to the Secretary its agreement as to the displace 
ment of the vessels necessary to carry out, in the main 
characteristics, the recommendations of the General 
Roard. It also recommended a building program con- 
siderably at variance with that already submitted by 
the General Board. This report was referred to the 
whole General Board for its final consideration and 
recommendation, and under date of January 26, 1904, 
this recommendation was forwarded to the Secretary, 
which is in part as follows: 

“The General Board has the honor to submit its final 
report on numbers and types of ships, in obedience to 
your order of September 21. The original report, sub- 
mitted on October 17, was referred to the Board:on Uon- 
struction, to report whether ships of the. types proposed 
could be designed, and if not, in what respect, their. char- 
acteristics required modification.” : ‘ 

All these programs provide for building some of tne 
smaller vessels. The General Board goes on to say re- 
garding such vessels: 

“The reasons that influenced the General Board to 
recommend this year proportionately more smaller ves- 
sels, including protected cruisers and squadron colliers, 
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han battleships and armored cruisers, are given in its 
original report: 

“The order in which it is desirable that Congress 
should authorize the several types depends not only upon 
the various lengths of time required for their completion, 
put upon the actual deficiencies of the present fleet. 

“In order that the fleet may develop to a complete 
military organization, it must be augmented symetrically 
in all essential components. Squadron colliers, that is, 
colliers of speed high enough to accompany and capacity 
adequate to the supply of the fleet, do not exist in the 
merchant marine and cannot be improvised. 

“The reasons urged in the last paragraph of the re- 
port of the committe of conference for spending the bux 
of this year’s appropriation for battleships and armored 
cruisers take no account of the military necessity o1 
other types. 

“Guided by the technical knowledge of the Board on 
Construction, which submitted its report un November 
27, the General Board, on December 15, amended its 
original requirements for several types of ships. 

~The Board on Construction having been ordered 
agsin to ascertain the practicability of designing such 
vessels and to ascertain their cost, reported on January 
16. whereupon a committee conference between the two 
borrds was ordered. The report of this committee, dated 
January 23, which has been referred to the General 
soard, still further modifies, in certain respects, the 
several types, so as to embody the technical requirements 
lesired by the General Board, in so far as the Board on 
Construction regards them feasible, and so describes each 
iy)e that the Board on Construetion pronounces prac- 
ticable.” 

(he report of the General Board then specifies for the 
diferent vessels, the trial speed, the approximate steam- 
in. radius, the main battery and other characteristics, 
and submits, in accordance with the original instructions, 
what it considers to be an adequate building program ; 
woat would be the building program with a limit of ap- 
plopriation equal to that of last year, ana what would 
be the building program should thirty million dollars be 
appropriated by the present Congress. 





PROPOSED NAVY GENERAL STAFF. 


Reply to Paymaster.General Harris. 
BY PARK BENJAMIN. 

‘aymaster General Harris has collected in his recent 
ter to the Secretary of the Navy what he no doubt 
cousiders the strongest arguments against the proposed 
General Staff. I venture to ask a hearing in reply, sum- 
warizing briefly his principal points. 

1. That “the General Staff has under one name or 
another more than once been tried in the U.S. Navy, 
avd in each successive trial it has been found wanting 
avd consequently abandoned.” 

(wo of the three organizations cited are the Marine 
Committee established in 1775 and the Admiralty Board 
which sueceeded it in 1779 for about a year. That the 
fov improvised and purchased craft which we then had 
(plus John Paul Jones), called for a General Staff is 
apparently an opinion which need not here be discussed. 
Tue plain fact is that the ancient Committee and Board 
were Official executive heads. and not “staffs” at all. 
‘To say that as “staffs” they had been “found wanting” 
is almost as amazing as discovering the modern General 
S:aff idea fully developed in the embryo navy of 125 
years ago. 

The Paymaster General reverts to a period also some- 

iat archaic for his third and chief example, namely, 
the Board of Navy Commissioners (1815 to 1842), con- 
cerning which he gives long quotations from such recent 
vitgivings as a report of Secretary Paulding in 1839 and 
of Secretary Upshur in 1840. Of course we have several 
single vessels now which could annihilate the whole Navy 

1840—and the progress since then has exceeded all 
that had taken place before, even from the days of Noah’s 
ack. The old board was made up of “post captains.” 
There were no individual responsibilities, and any one 
who khows what the post captains of sixty years ago 
were can well imagine that the Secretary was ridden 
down by them even worse than the main tack. Paulding, 
however, was something of their own kidney. Like 
tiem he objected to being “steamed to death,” and an- 
nounced that he “never would consent to see our grand 
.d ships supplanted by new and ugly sea monsters.” 
Indeed, in the very report quoted by the Paymaster 
(,eneral, he expresses his forebodings “‘should the intro- 
cauction of steam as an auxiliary to naval warfare be 
ranetioned by experience.”’ 

It was this advent of steam, coupled with the lack 

individual responsibility and the need for segregating 
vork which troubled him and rendered “the aid of pro- 
fessional science and experience indispensable to the De- 
partment.” ‘The post captains hated steam. Neverthe- 

ss, Paulding did not in terms propose to abolish the 
lsoard or its concerted action, but suggested that the 
ininisterial duties performed by the Board be classed 

ider three separate heads and committed each to a 

nele officer, who shall be individually responsible for 
tieir performance,” and that these officers constitute a 
board of counsel when called together by the head of 
tne Department.” ‘That was a direct proposal for a 
veneral staff—not, as the Paymaster General thinks, an 

‘gument against it. No doubt Secretary Paulding did 
rot think of it under that name, but the conception is 

ere, and like many another, it was ahead of its time. 

The Bureaus were established in 1842, in the days of 
iil, rope and wood. The purveying of materials had 
itherto heen simple and limited. When the steamers 
Missouri and Mississippi were built the complexity be- 
an which has steadily increased ever since, until the 
rovision of material now absorbs, or properly should 
bsorb. all the energies of the Bureaus. 

The old Board of Navy Commissioners was an indi- 
idually irresponsible and conflicting alter-ego of the 
Secretary. The Bureaus were substituted for it—and 
riginally were more general staff than purveyors. Soon, 
ind largely because of steam, they became immeasurably 
nore purveyors than general staff, and since then, there 
ias been nothing in the Navy organization answering to 
t general staff, except such as have been from time to 
ime obtained by temporary expedients, often developed 
Oo meer sudden emergencies. 

2. That “the Secretary can obtain advice now from 
iny sources he may judge expedient * * it is altogether 
lifferent, however, when it is proposed to create a board 
vhose advice the Secretary must take.” 

The general staff idea does not involve such compul- 
ory’ acceptance. The Secretary may go to the General 
3taff for counsel which will be based on continued policy 
ind full knowledge; but, he is no more bound to go to 
hat source than the President is bound to go to him, or 


that Congress is bound to call him before its committees 
for consultation. The general staff does not restrict his 
powers. It enlarges them. It puts in-his hand an instru- 
ment which hitherto he has not whereby the 
quality of the advice given him, its continued availability 
apd certainty of its being accurately carried into effect 
are established and assured by law. f 

There is no “must” which compels a man to take the 
advice of his lawyer or his doctor, but in time of need 
of pocket er body, he goes to a lawyer or doctor, known 
as such, and guaranteed as such by law, He does not range 
over the community to obtain advice from “any source 
he may judge expedient.” Of course, other people may 
be competent to give the desired medical or legal counsel; 
but if, at the same time, they are strenuously engaged 
in other callings, especially skilled persons who can give 
their entire attention to his particular needs are much 
more likely to attract the custom of the prudent way- 
farer. 

3. That “the British Admiralty Board more closely 
resembles our bureau system than it does any gereral 
staft.” 

The Paymaster General reaches this conclusion in 
criticising Rear Admiral! Luce’s comparisons made in a 
recent paper on “Naval Administration.” There is prob- 
sbly no form of administration for which a prototype 
cannot be discerned, during some périod of the history 
of the British Navy, and those who are curiously in- 
clined may imagine they detect the germ of a general 
staff in the Admiralty Board established by Henry VIII 
in addition to the Navy Board which supplanted the 
Keeper of the King’s Ships, or in the body which James 
1 created to help Buckingham. James II was his own 
high admiral and had a Gustavus V. Fox in the ever 
delightful Mr. Pepys. William ILI made Prince George 
of Denmark actually chief of a staff which included 
Sir Cloudesly Shovel—and when. Anson became first 
Lord under Chatham, St. Vincent under Pitt and Bar- 
ham administered the Navy during Nelson's zenith time, 
it may perhaps also be argued that there were civil 
and military administrations rolled into one. 

As for the present ‘“‘Commission for executing the 
oftice of the Lord High Admiral of the Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, etc., etc.,” the distribution 
of duties falls into four divisions: finance, which is con- 
trolled by the Parliamentary Secretary; Works and 
Civil Personnel under the Civil Lord; Material of the 
fleet under the third Lord and Controller, and person- 
nel, organization, condition, mobilization, education, man- 
ning, surveying, coal and discipline under the three Sea 
Lords. Excluding the province of the junior Sea Lord, 
there does not appear to be any purveying of material 
et all by the two senior Sea Lords, so that their work 
is closely within the functions of a general and advisory 
staff. As one of them, Admiral Lord Walter Talbot 
Kerr is number two on the list of admirals and the 
ether, Rear Admiral Sir Charles Carter Drury, is fourth 
in his grade, their high rank may in some measure also 
indicate that they are there for counsel, even more than 
for strictly executive work. At all events, their ‘strik- 
ing resemblance” to our Bureau Chiefs seems somewhat 
evanescent. 

4. That the Bureaus are already co-ordinate, that is 
“equal in their respective functions” and further sub- 
ordination is “unnecessary, confusing and obstructive.” 

It is not a question of co-ordination of power, but of 
co-ordination of work. The track maker, the car 
builder, the locomotive constructor and the bridge build- 
er have as much power one as the other to determine the 
materials each will supply, how he will get it, and how 
much he will charge for it, but the supervising engineer 
who builds and equips the railroad tells them what each 
shall supply, what each shall do and the way to do it. 
Nebody has yet discovered, so far as I know, that super- 
vising engineers are either “unnecessary, confusing or 
obstructive.” The great subway in New York is not 
being built by the aid of a congress of material providers, 
nor did such a congress select the Panama Canal route, 
nor will one say how the canal shall be dug. 

5. That the right to control the Navy should not 
be vested in “a coterie of line officers answerable to 
their senior of the line rather than to the civilian 
head of the Department.” 

Perhaps this is not intended to be any revival of 
the ancient and happily defunct dissension between the 
line and the staff; but it has that look and so it is to be 
deplored. 

No one has officially advocated any “coterie of line 
officers.” Why “line officers?” No advocate of the 
General Staff has the slightest idea of excluding from it 
any one who would be useful. We are aiming at higher 
efficiency and nothing else, and the same principle 
subsisting in the Navy which now makes a mess boy 
into a gun pointer if he can only shoot straight, may 
no doubt safely be relied upon to put anybody on that 
staff if his abilities plainly establish that he belongs 
there. As for making the General Staff not “answerable 
to the civilian head of the Department” I fear that only 
shows the profundity of the Paymaster General's mis- 
understanding. It is absolutely essential to the General 
Staff idea that that body submit its advice to the Secre- 
tary and after his approval and under his direction see 
to it that it is carried into effect. 

Of course, staff officers, even with the aid of line titles, 
eannot command ships or fleets and must find the zeniths 
of their careers in the Bureaus,.so that a certain ap- 
prehension lest the dignity and power of their positions 
may be diminished is not wholly unnatural. But it is 
impossible to see how through the establishment of the 
General Staff any real authority which the bureaus now 
have, would be curtailed. They would simply be relieved 
from what is now a distraction and permitted to give 
their whole energies to their proper work. 

There are many criticisms of Admiral Luce’s recent 
paper in the Paymaster General’s memorandum which 
can best be left to the Admiral himself to answer. He 
does the Admiral some injustice, however, in quoting 
him as stating that “advisory boards are illegal.” What 
the Admiral said was that “war boards are illegal” 
which. of course, is a widely different matter. 

There is. also to be taken into account the time honored 
conservatism of the Navy which has been alarmed by 
“schemes,” some of which have involved much tabu- 
lation, vice admirals and boards galore. Others again 
have merely been pleasant diversions for active minds in 
the solitade of the bridge or seclusion of the cabin, and 
the entertainment which they have afforded the ward- 
rooms has no doubt amply justified their existence. All 
have served to help clarify ideas, but unfortunately 
those of greater complication have also misled many who, 
iike the Paymaster General, have only the welfare of-the 
Service at heart, and so have sometimes converted intel- 
ligent opposition, which to a public measure is always 
a — service, into an indiscriminate tilting at wind- 
milis. 


RECESS APPOINTMENTS HELD UP. 

In response to a request for information, the Secre- 
tary of War on Jan. 29 sent to the Senate a list of 
officers appointed during the recess of the Senate, be- 
tween March 19, 1908 and Noy. 9, 1903, and to whom 
the customary recess commissions were issued. Also the 
names of two officers receiving recess pointments 
do not appear on this list, 2d Lieut. F. BE. Gignoux, art. 
Corps, promoted to grade of first lieutenant, and who 
resigned during the recess and was out of service when 
the Senate met, and Squadron Sergt. r Horace 
Higgins, 12th Cav., promoted to be a lieutenant 
of infantry, but not nominated in consequence of evi- 
dence of moral delinquincy filed in the A. 
list was also sent of the 168 officers, and also one referred 
to in the following executive order:

The persons above named are hereby appointed to 
tne offices set opposite their respective names, to rank 
respectively from the several dates specified in the 
recess commissions heretofore held by them whieh ex- 
pired at the end of the extraordinary session of the 
Senate convened on the 9th day of November, 1903.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S. Torpedo Flotilla en route to the Philippines, 
under convoy of the Buffalo, is still keeping up its good 
record. The flotilla sailed from Gibraltar Jan, 31 for 
Algiers, where it arrived Feb. 1 without mishap, Tae 
vessels will, it is expected, remain at Algiers until about 
Feh, 10 and then sail for Naples. 

Rear Admiral John J, Read, commandant of the navy 
yard at Portsmouth, N.H., telegran.ed the Navy Depart- 
ment Feb. 2, announcing another accident on the coffer- 
dam on the day previous. The entire dam, it is feared, 
has been destroyed and the excavation at Henderson's 
point. is flooded. No details of the accident are given in 
this preliminary report, but enough is known to cause 
the officials to predict that the cost of repairs will be 
large. A similar accident occurred last year and greatly 
delayed the work. 

Information has been received at the Navy Depart- 
ment that the entire squadron which so recently sailed 
from. Honolulu under command of Rear Admiral Robley 
D. Evans, U.S.N., has reached Subig Bay in safety and 
in good condition for service. The Department has also 
been advised of the departure from Aden, en route for 
Suez, of the gunboat Don Juan de Austria, now on her 
passage to New York from Manila. Until the naval sta- 
tion of Subig Bay is completed, the various ships af the 
Philippine Station will be repaired in a home navy yard 
where practicable. 

The torpedo-boat Bailey, which has been placed in 
commission for service with the reserves at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard, is torpedo-boat number 21, and has been com- 
pleted for something like two years. She is provided 
with engines for the development of 5,600 I.H.P. and is 
of 235 tons displacement. 

From the report of the performance of the torpedo 
destroyers on their voyage from San Juan to Las Pal- 
mas, the following data are deduced: Distance run, 
2,927 knots; time occupied, 285 hours, or 11.87 days; 
mean speed per hour, 10..7 knots; consumption of fuel, 
18 tons per day, or a total of 203.66 tons for the voyage. 
for each vessel. This must: be held to be a phenomenal 
performance and one which reflects the highest credit 
upon the machinery and boilers of these little craft, and 
also upon seamanship and skill of the officers and men: 
engaged upon this novel voyage. It is a striking fact 
that the economical sea speed of these small vessels is 
almost exactly that of the larger ty of naval vessels, 
as has been shown by experience with them. A fact which 
ix of much use, for the future lies in the deductions that 
with the 230 tons of coal which each vessel can carry, 
the steaming radius for the torpedo destroyer is 8447 
knots, on the basis of 10.27 knots per hour, or 246.48 
knots per day, and for 12.77 days at 18 tons of coal per 
day.

Applications from warrant officers of the Navy to be 
allowed to take the examination next year for promo- 
tion to the grade of ensign in accordance with the law 
which allows of the appointment each year of twelve 
warrant officers to commissions, are already being re- 
ceived by the Bureau of Navigation. From the present 
indications it is believed ‘that there will be several more 
appointments from among the warrant officers next year 
than there haye been in the past. Up to this time Gun- 
ners Robert i. Simonson and Clifford H. West have 
made formal application for authority to take the examin- 
ation next year; and Gunners Clarence S. Vanderbeck 
and J. F. Daniels have signified to the Navy Department 
their intention to make application to take the examina- 
tion at that time. The Navy Department is doing every- 
thing possible to encourage warrant officers who have 
the necessary length of service to take the examination 
ior commissions. 

A despatch from Norfolk, Va., Feb. 1, states that 
while a 13-inch gun was being hoisted on board the 
monitor Arkansas, the guy rope attached to a crane 
broke and the gun swung around and smashed into the 
side of the monitor with great force. Boss Rigger Fann- 
ingham was badly hurt and the workmen had narrow 
escapes. The gun was not damaged. 

The European Squadron, in command of Rear Admiral 
Charles 8. Cotton, U.S.N., composed of the Brooklyn, 
the San Francisco and the Machias, left Beirut Feb. 2 
for Culebra to join in the combined naval maneuvers. 

Capt. C. J. Train, in a despatch to the Navy Depart- 
ment from Fort Monroe, Va., Feb. 4, states that while 
the Board of Inspection was testing the battery of the 
battleship Iowa on the morning of the above om both 
guns in the forward starboard 8-inch turret blew off their 
muzzles. There was no damage except to the guns and 
one whale boat, and fortunately po oné was injured. 

The Navy Department will order a court of inquiry to 
fix the responsibility for the collision Dec. 21 of the 
torpedo-boat Winslow with the ferry boat America in 
the East River, New York. Lieut. Charles Nelson was 
in command of the Winslow and Gunner Hepburn was 
second officer. 

In the prize case of Admiral Dewey, arising out of the 
battle of Manila Bay, the auditor of the Supreme Court, 
D.C., finds that the prize property amounted to . 
732.69. Under the decision of the Supreme Court half 
this amount, after deducting all proper costs and charges, 
will te distributed to the captains. This will probably 
result in the payment to them of about twice the amount 
they received as bounty. ‘The auditor has disallowed 
claims made amounting to $165,361.80. The largest 
single item disallowed ‘is the value of the plant of the 
arsenal which, he says, was not naval stores. There was 
also a considerable reduction upon the item of iron used, 
as the evidence upon the quantity of iron was very 
vague end unsatisfactory. The counsel for Admiral 
Dewey and his officers and men, Messrs. Herbert and 
Micou and George A. and William B. King, are in- 
clined to accept the decision of the auditor as final since 
the amount allowed is so large a. percentage of that 
claimed.

HEARING BEFORE NAVAL COMMITTEE. 


The House Naval Committee has practically completed 
the framing of the Naval Appropriation bill and it will 
probably be presented next week. The last hearing was 
that of Admiral Dewey, who appeared before the com- 
mittee on February 4 at the request of Secretary Moody. 
The Admiral took up first the recommendation for 
Olongapo. His krowledge of the Far Eastern situa- 
tion enabled him to speak with authority and with a 
posithveness that it is believed has proved convincing 
to the committee. When the item for Olongapo was 
first inserted the Secretary and officials of the Depart- 
ment were doubtful ‘whether Congress would appreciate 
its importance. The arguments of Secretary Moody and 
of the Admiral of the Navy have, however, not been 
without result, as the information comes from a high 
authority that the Olongapo item will be included in 
the bill. Another powerful factor in bringing the com- 
mittee to realize the pressing need of establishing a 
great naval station there is the present condition of 
Russia in the Far East. With no docking facilities ex- 
cept at Port Arthur, and that harbor so blocked with 
ice that it required three days for the fleet to pass out, 
each Russian ship injured in a war between Russia and 
Japan is practically destroyed because of the poor dock-

After completing the discussion of 
Olongapo, the committee took up many other items 
of the bill and questioned Admiral Dewey about 
them. Especially interesting to the comimttee was 
the question of ships.

ever, the House Committee voted to recommend as this 
year’s building program one first class battleship, two 
armored cruisers, three scout ships, two colliers and two 
submarine boats, 

In his hearing before the committee, Secretary Moody 
showed the imperative necessity for continuing the ap- 
propriation of an emergency fund in some form, saying: 
“Something may come of very great importance to the 
Navy, Congress may hot be in session, and we may be 
without money.” . 

The Secretary expressed his approval of the Hale bill 
compelling: the shipment of public stores in Government 
vessels, but permitting the suspension of the act when- 
ever the public interests require. 2 

Asked whether it would be possible to consolidate bu- 
reaus at Charleston, S.C. Mr. Moody said the Navy De- 
partment had never been consulted about that yard, never 
desired it and had no control over it. It was proposed 
to try.the experiment of consolidation at Guantanamo. 
The Secretary asked for authority to consolidate power 
plants and for an appropriation to enable him to do so. 
“ Of Guantanamo and Olongapo Mr, Moody said : No 
words of mine can overestimate the national importance 
of. these two stations. I think I would rather see every

S.C. A memo, from the joint board urging the impor- 
tance of Subig was presented, show that the Army and 
Navy are united in demanding the fortification of Subig 
Bay ‘as ‘essential to any plan of defense of the Philip- 
pines.

Secretary Moody estimated that $12,083,964.40 would 
be souuired for Guantanamo, $1,015,000 of it this year. 
He approved of barracks for enlisted men, but would 
have to refer the question of their proper location to 
Navy experts. He thought that the corporals and ser- 
geants of marines might be increased without an increase 
in the number of men, which he did not propose to ask 
for. He was in doubt as to the appropriation of $8,000 
for additional compensation to marines detailed as gun 
pointers, but approved it on the whole. The item for the 
increase of the Navy already cut $4,000,000, could be 
reduced by another million. 

— on the subject of submarines this colloquy oc- 
curred : 

“Mr. Roberts: It must naturally follow that the boat 
then is capable of accomnlishing things essential in war. 

“Secretary Moody: ‘That may be true. On the other 
hand, it might follow that they have found it so worth- 
less that they do not want to disclose the information.” 

Rear Admiral Taylor stated that prior to the adoption 
of the new methods in naval gunnery the percentage ot 
hits on a target of a certain size at a certain distance 
was from 10 to 15 per cent. and the rapidity of fire was 
not great, the official standard of rapidity for 6-inch guns 
being one shot every forty seconds and for 13-inch guns 
one shot for every six minutes.: Recently Lieutenant 
Campbell, in one of the old 13-inch turrets of the Indiana, 
made seven hits out of eight shots, his best string being 
four shots and four hits in five minutes and twenty sec- 
onds, the time formerly allowed for one shot from these 
guns. Lieutenant De Steiguer with the more modern 
electric turret of the Illinois, fired four 13-inch shots in 
three minutes and five seconds. Lieutenant Wilson’s 13- 
inch turret on the Alabama, thus far the champion 13- 
inch turret in the Navy, made, on its best string, four 
hits in three minutes and ten seconds, or one hit every 
forty-seven seconds, while it scored fifteen hits out of 
sixteen shots at a rate of nearly one hit every minute. 
The great significance of these feats will be recognized 
when it is remembered that it is not long ago that it was 
considered satisfactory when these guns were fired at in- 
tervals of from five to six minutes. 

Secretary of the Navy Moody this week wrote to the 
Naval Committees of Congress asking that the necessary 
legislation be enacted to place the physical examination 
of candidates for admission to the Naval Academy under 
the Academic Board. He states in his letter that 
he thinks it would be far better to have the 
Academic Board pass upon the question of a candi- 
date’s physical qualifications for admission, as well as 
to pass finally upon his moral and mental qualifications. 
He calls attention to the fact that when a candidate fails 
physically the Navy Department is usually importuned 
to waive the disqualification and that political influence 
is often brought to bear to this end. It would therefore 
he better, he thinks, if such a board as the Academic 
Roard should be given power by law to pass upon all 
such questions.

1ST BATTERY NEW YORK, CAPTAIN WENDEL. 


It wes a happy moment for Capt. Louis Wendel, Ist 
Battery of New York, and the officers and men of his 
command, when Mayor McClellan, a little before 9 
o'clock on the evening of Feb, 3, formally turned the 
handsome new armory over to the keeping of the Cap- 
tain on behalf of the city, by handing him a golden key, 
and addressing the Captain as follows: “I congratulate 
you and your excellent command on the possession of so 
fine an armory, which, for its size, is the best in the city, 
and I give it into your hands as a thorough soldier, know- 
ing you will use it to the best interest and welfare of 
the people and city.”” The Captain made a modest re- 
sponse, in a few words, and assured his honor the bat- 
tery fully appreciated its new home, and that the battery 
would be found ever ready to perform all duty in the 
future as in the past. General Wheeler presented five 
members of the battery with medals for long service, 
making appropriate remarks. 

Without exception the battery is now housed in the 
most complete and elaborate building of any battery in 
the United States, and it will stand as a monument to 
the many sacrifices made by Captain Wendel to secure 
it and the good work done by the members of the battery 
in maintaining such a high state of efficiency under the 
Captain, especially when the command was housed in 
inadequate auarters.

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THE FIFTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate has passed 8.R. 34, authorizing the Secre- 
tary of War to receive for instruction at the Military, 
Academy at West Point Alfonzo Zelaya, of Nicaragua. 
Also the bill to fix the rank of certain officers in the Army. 
It provides “that any 2d lieutenant of the U.S. Marine 
Corps who may have been appointed 2d lieutenant of Ar- 


tillery since Feb. 2, 1901, and prior to the of this 
act, shall, in determining his lineal and relative rank, be 
entitled to the same credit for prior commiss service 
as a lieutenant of Volunteers appointed under the act en- 
titled ‘an act to increase the efficiency of permanenr 
Sees sealant of the United States,’ approved 

e . * q ‘.. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs this week 
considered the several bills which have been introduced 
in Congress to give to individual officers who served in 
the Civil War medals of honor. After some discussion 
the committee decided to call upon the War Department 
to prepare a bill giving medals of honor to Civil War 
veterans whose records show that they distinguished 
themselves in some particularly meritorious manner, but 
who were not necessarily recommended for medals by 
their superior officers as required by law. The members 
of the committee believe that there are many officers 
who served in the Civil War who are entitled to medals, 
but who cannot now get them under the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s decision that officers to be entitled to medals must 
have been recommended for such by their superior offi- 
cers. It is intended to deal with such cases as a class 
and not individually. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs does not 
believe that the practice of the War Department in mak- 
ing an enlisted man who is sentenced by court-martial to 
imprisonment for a certain length of time serve this 
period in the Army at the termination of his three years’ 
term of enlistment is legal. The matter came before the 
committee this week in connection with the consideration 
of the case of George W. Posey. Posey, it seems, enlist- 
ed for three years. He was tried for desertion and sen- 
tenced to lose his pay for a period of time and to be con- 
fined for that same period. When his regular enlistment 
expired he was made to serve in addition the period he 
had been confined by order of the court. The committee 
does not think that this is legal, and that when a man 
agrees to serve the Government until a certain date he 
eannot be held over that time. The War Department 
has been called upon for an explanation. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has report- 
ed S. 3626, “to regulate the employment of officers of the 
Army on the retired list, and for other purposes,” amend- 
ed to read as follows: “That the Secretary of War is 
hereby authorized to assign, whenever in his judgment 
the public interests require it, retired officers of the 
Army. with their consent, to active duty in recruiting, 
for service in connection with the organized militia in 
the several States and Territories upon the request of the 
governor thereof, as military attachés, upon courts-mar- 
tial, eourts of inquiry and boards, and to staff duties not 
involving service with troops (excluding details to staff 
departments and corps for which provision is made in 
the act of Feb. 2, 1901); and such retired officers shall 
be entitled, while so assigned, to receive the full pay and 
allowances of their respective grades: and so much of the 
act of Congress entitled ‘an act making appropriation 
for the support of the Army for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 194,’ approved March 2, 1903, as limits the 
number of retired officers for detail service with the or- 
ganized militia to twenty is hereby repealed. Sec. 2. 
That the total number of retired officers of the Army 
who may be detailed at any one time under the provi- 
sions of this act shall not, in time of peace, exceed two 
hundred and fifty.” 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has report- 
ed without amendment S. 3828, to ascertain and pay 
claims of officers and enlisted men of the Army for the 
loss or destruction, without fault or negligence on their 
part, of property belonging to them ‘in the military Ser- 
vice of the United States, such claims not to include 
property lost by theft, destroyed by use or lost in action, 
or horses which died from natural causes, or the prop- 
erty of officers left for their own convenience in buildings 
owned or hired by the Government, all claims to be pre- 
sented within two years from the passage of this act, and 
all such claims filed thereafter to be forever barred. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
favorably S. 3828, to reimburse certain officers and en- 
listed men for loss of personal property in the cyclone 
at Galveston, Tex., on Sept. 8, 1900. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
with amendment the following bills: S. 1786, restoring 
James G. Field, naval surgeon, to the line of promotion: 
S. 2650, to transfer Capt. Seth Mitchell Ackley 
from the retired to the active list of the Navy: S. 2605, 
to authorize the appointment of Acting Asst. Surg. Leo- 
pold Herbert Scherwin, U.S.N., as an assistant surgeon 
in the Navy: S. 3218, for the relief of Civil Ener. P. C. 
Asserson, retired; and without amendment, S. 2164, for 
the relief of Henry E. Rhoades, assistant engineer, U.S. 
N.. retired. 

In reply to a resolution directing the Secretary of the 
Navy to transmit to the Senate information with respect 
to tests of submarine boats, “if not incompatible with 
Government interests,” Acting Secretary Darling says: 
“During the year 1908 tests of the submarine boats were 
made by the officers of the Navy, and many reports of 
these tests, containing much important information, are 
on record in the Navy Department. The information 
contained iu these reports relates to the technical em- 
ployment of these boats and the defense against them. I 
am advised by the officers charged with the resnonsibilitv 
of the subject-matter that these reports should be held 
confidential, and the information contained in them should 
be carefully guarded, in accordance with the practice 
pursued by other nations. In this view, after a careful 
examination of the reports of record. I fully concur. 1} 
therefore respectfully represent to the Senate that the 
transmission of these reports and information is incom- 
patible with the Government interests.” 

There have been submitted to the Senate the following 
proposed amendments to the Army bill: By Mr. Proe 
tor. to appropriate $135,000 for purchase of twenty-six 
and one-half acres of additional land at Fort Totten. 
Willetts Point: by Mr. Ankeny, to appropriate $50,000 
for the construction of bachelor officers’ quarters, store- 
house for officers’ and troop property when ordered to 
distant stations, and for reconstruction and necessary 
reneirs to nresent officers’ quarters and barracks at Fort 
Walla Walla, Wash.; by Mr. Foster, to appropriate 
$441,580 for the purchase, installation. operation and 
maintenance of a submarine military cable for connect- 
ine the headquarters. Department of Columbia, with 
military earrisons in Alaska, ete. 

On Jan. 16 the Navy Department presented to Con- 
gress an estimate of $862,295 for beginning a dry dock 
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necessary, therefore, to appropriate for dredg- 
ing a basin and the approach thereto to provide for its 
increased, draft when taking on board a vessel for re- 
pairs. Another immediate and urgent need of the sta- 
tion will be for the coaling plant, for which $500,000 is 
asked. It is proposed to send a supply of about 125,000 
tons of coal for this station, and the total cust of the 
plant for storing and handling this coal will be in the 
neighborhood of $1,250,000. The items asked for in ad- 
dition to the coaling plant are: Repairs, $25,000; quay 
wall, $63,000; temporary quarters, $15,000; completing 
drainage canal, $25,000; closing Santa Rita River, $45,- 
000; dredging, 500; water supply, $15,900; wharf, 
$50,000; roads, bridges, local drainage and grading, $6,- 
000; small tools, $2,000; additional rolling stock, etc., 
$7,000 ; hoisting machinery, $4,500; rock crusher, $4,000 ; 
mill for getting out lumber, etc., $23,000; yard transpor- 


tation, $1,500. 

Acting Secretary Darling has reported to the House 
that up to Sept. 30, 1903, the cost of construction of ves- 
sels authorized by act of July 1, 1902, has been as fol-

The House on Jan. 30 passed the Urgent Deticiency 
bill, H.k. 10954, which we noted last week. 

The Secretary of War has transmitted to the House, 
with the draft of a bill, a recommendation for the in- 
crease of the Engineer Corps of the Army. _ 

Secretary Root, in replying to a resolution of the 
House as to the number of vehicles used by the heads of 
the War Department, gives a detailed list of horses, 
carriages and harness, which cost, in all, about $5,500. 
Three drivers are required, whose salaries amount to 
$2,200 a year. One carriage is used by the Secretary of 
War, one by the Assistant Secretary and one for general 
use. Answering the same question in regard to the Navy 
Tepartment, Scretary Moody informed the House that 
there are four horses and as many carriages used by him- 
self and the Assistant Secretary. The total cost of the 
same is $5,112. One “assistant messenger” at $720 and 
one “laborer” at $660 care for and drive the “livery.” 
The Secretary says: “It is impossible to state with ac- 
curacy when this service was inaugurated, so far as the 
Secretary is concerned. I am informed that prior to 
1860 it was the practice to hire horses and carriages for 
the use of the Secretary, paying therefor from the public 
funds. I am informed that since the close of the Civil 
War the carriage service for the Secretary has existed 
in substantially its present form and extent.” 

The House Committee on Military Affairs on Feb. 4 
continued ‘ts hearing on the various bills that are before 
it providing for permanent military camp grounds for 
the assembling manenvering of the troops of the Regular 
Army and the National Guard. The proposed locations 
at Chickamaugua, Tennessee, Oakland, Maryland, and 
in Sar Louis Obispo and Monterey Counties, California, 
all had earnest advocates before the committee, but the 
principal controversy was between the representatives 
of the Nacimiento ranch and the J. H. Henry ranch, 
both of which are located in these counties in Southern 
California, about 25 miles apart. Ex-Secretary of the 
Navy Hiliary A. Herbert appeared for Baron von Schro- 
der, the owner of the Nacimiento ranch. Secretary Per- 
kins suggested that the question of location for a site 
in California be ‘eft to the War Department, as it will 
be if the Daniels bill passes. Senator Daniels followed 
with an explanation of his bill. Judge J. L. Stevens of 
Towa appeared as an advocate for the purchase of a 
ranch belonging to J. H. Henry. W. W. Wood of the 
B. & O. railroad appeared to advocate the selection 
of a site at Oakland, Md., and C. W. Holbrook advocated 
the Chickamaugna site, which could be had at an average 
price of $20 an acre.

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BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S.R. 38, Mr. Platt.—Appropriates $5,000 to carry out the 
provisions of G.O. 1%, W.D., June 29, 1863, for the presen- 
tation of an appropriate medal of honor for the troops 
who, after the expiration of their term, offered their ser- 
vices to the Government. The medal so provided to be 
different in form from the Congressional medal of honor 
for most distinguished gallantry in action. 

S.R. 40, Mr. Cullom (by request).—Adjusting the rank of 
Major Joseph W. Wham, U.S.A., retired, and making res- 
titution for certain pay and allowances withheld. The 
preamble recites that Congress passed a bill to correct an 
injustice done to Major Wham, and President McKinley, 
deeming the case impracticable of solution under said 
act, did all that he could under the circumstances by re- 
tiring Major Wham with the rank of major, but with the 
understanding that the Congress would be asked to grant 
the rank of colonel; therefore, be it resolved, etc., that 
Major Wham shall, from the date of his retirement, May 
3, 1901, be entitled to the rank and pay of colonel, and to 
the pay and allowances withheld under G.O. ®, A.G.O., 
April 8, 18%; and whereas Major Wham was twice recom- 
mended for medal of honor for “brave and daring” acts 
at Franklin and again at Nashville, Tenn., the President 
is authorized to confer upon him, subject to confirma- 
tion by the Senate, such rank on the retired list as may 
be deemed right and proper under the circumstances. 


S. 3912, Mr. Lodge.—To authorize the President to ap- 
point John Gibbon, late captain and assistant quarter- 
master, U.S. Vol., to the grade of captain and quarter- 
master, U.S.A., to fill the first or any subsequent vacancy.

Watson, 10th Cav., from Habhility for $59,155.90 for which 
he was accountable as acting Indian agent at Crow 
Agency, Mont., which was lost by failure of a bank. 


8. 394, Mr. Heyburn.—Authorizes and directs the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to cause to be constructed a fully 
completed model of each vessel of war of the Navy of the 
U.S. which now has or may hereafter be given the name 
borne by any State or city of the United States, said

H.R. 11541, Mr. Littlefield.—To authorize the President to 
appoint Gen. A. 8S.

[f “a little learning is a dangerous thing’’—and 
learning doth make men mad’’—what is to become of the 
Army, if the present educational project is pressed upon 
it Who desires the attainment of such exalted erudi- 
tion in the profession of arms? Who, indeed, can attain 
to it? And when is the time and the abiding place for 
its accomplishment ? 

lo be prepared for all known and unknown emergen- 
cies of war, in times of strife, and of peace as well, is 
simply impossible at least impossivle for the present de- 
velopment of the human brain, The standard is too high 

vay up in the clouds! When, perhaps, in its slow 
progress, evolution gives the enlisted man and his officer 
a mentality as far above the race of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury as the present generation is beyond the apes, then 
we may consider this profound, high standard of educa- 
tion for the Army—but not now. There will be such a 
lack of enlistments, such a winnowing out of the chaff 
from the wheat, constituting the United States Army, that 
the country will be left with only a corporal’s guard. And 
that residue, so refined and super-fined by the pale cast 
of study and thought, living in such ethereal blue at- 
mosphere, that, instead of stalwart soldiers, our forces 
will be an army of attenuated supernal beings.

Education of a thorough character in the right 
direction is abundantly necessary. The “trumpeter 
must be taught to give out only sounds that are cer-

tain. In plain words, let there be a practical, valuable 
an’ reasonable system of education, thorough and even 
hich, but not “limitless,” for our Army. Greater care and at- 
tention should be given to the physical and moral strength 
of the soldier above the mental. Envelop him in the best 
known sanitary environments and relax a bit the monot- 





onous, exacting, nerve-rac king d disc ipline that prevails, and 
rely more upon that experience, which eannot be forseen 
and prepared for, but which will surely come and which 
must, be the education and the greatest part of it of 
every invincible soldier and formidable army. 

The course of study mapped out, or hinted at, is dis- 
couraging to the officer and soldier. Its requirements are 
simply appalling to a profession of all others, necessarily, 
the least given to studious habits and scholarly attain- 
ments. The effort to accomplish such a standard can but 
result in dire and utter failure and grievous disappoint- 
ment. 

The proposition cannot be compassed, cannot be even 
skimmed over. There is no time for such culture until, 
well, as we have said above. Mental telepathy for in- 
stance, will supplant the use of the bullet when an op- 
posing army or single representative will have simply to 
enter an air ship, fly straight through space and appear 
on the field of contest, and by force of will power alone 
secure a victory by sheer superiority of brain force, the 
result of “limitless education” or education ad infinitum!

J. B. A.—Possession of good conduct medals does nut 
make a man eligible for enlistment as petty officer. He 
must hold a permanent position or apply within four 
months after honorable discharge. 

T. D. asks: Does a commissary steward in the Navy 
rank as chief petty officer; and does he wear the uniform 
of a C.P.0.? Answer: No. 

T. F. M.—The U.S.S. Columbia fs at the present time 
at San Domingo. In reply to your second question as to 
whether there is any provision in the Navy Regulations, 
under which an enlisted man may secure an honorable 
discharge before expiration of term of enlistment; that 
is, by purchase as in Army or in other manner, we would 
say that if a man in the Navy, otherwise entitled to an 
honorable discharge, is discharged before the expiration 
of enlistment upon the recommendation of a medical 
board of survey, for injuries or disability received in the 
line of duty, he shall be given an honorable discharge.

M. T.—A battalion of Artillery was raised by the State 
of Pennslyvania, and taken into the continental service, 
June 20, 1777. Previous to that an independent company 
was raised in Pennsylvania agreeable to an act of Con- 
gress of December, 1776. The Army of the United States 
as arranged by General Washington from Jan. 1, 1784, to 
Jan. 1, 1785, included a Corps of Artillery. This was com- 
posed of the ist Co., 2d Regiment Continental Corps of 
Artillery, organized Jan. 6, 1776, as the New York Fro- 
vincial Artillery Company. Detachments from the 3d 
Regiment, Continental Corps of Artillery, organized Jan. 
1, 1777, and of the Artillery Company raised by Pennsyl- 
vania, June 3, 1784, pursuant to resolution of Congress. 
There was a United States Battalion of Artillery, organ- 
ized by resolution of Congress, Oct. 20, 1786. A regiment 
of Artillery, under the act of March 16, 1802, was or- 
ganized for the Army. By act of Feb. 2, 1901, the regi- 
mental organization of the Artillery arm, was discon- 
tinued, and the arm constituted and designated as the 
Artillery Corps, but to belong to the line of the Army.

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REWARDS OF VALOR. 

A bill is pending in Congress, with the 
support of the Medal of Honor Legion and 
f other military organizations of veterans, 
which provides for granting a pension to 
those who received medals of honor for 


vallantry on the field of battle during the 
Civil War who are more than 60 and who 
1re not in present receipt of a Government 
pension. In the Congressional Record, in 
connection with the bill, appear the fol- 
lowing facts in regard to rewards of valor 
in other countries: : 

In England the Victoria Cross was in- 
stituted Jan. 20, 1856, and is awarded to 
such officers or soldiers as have performed 
some signal act of valor or bravery in the 
presence of the enemy. Every officer or 
soldier who has received the cross is en- 
titled to a pension of £30 a year. 

In Italy a gold or silver medal of brav- 
ery was first introduced into the Sardin- 
ian army in 1833, and it carried with it a 
nension of 100 lire a year, equivalent to 
$20, payment of which passes to the wid- 
»w of the veteran or his children under 
15. 

In France the Legion of Honor was in- 
stituted in i837 with a pension to soldiers 
who suffered amputation in consequence 
of wounds received in action of 100 francs 
a year for life, in addition to their regular 
pay. 

In Germany the Order of the Iron Cross 
was instituted March 10, 1813, by Fred- 
erick William III. The pension is 150 
thalers to officers and 50 thalers to priv- 
ites. 

In Russia the military Order of St. 
George was instituted in 1807 as a reward 
for officers and men who distinguished 
themselves in battle. An additional pay 
of one-third is allowed to those who wear 
the cross. 

In Austro-Hungary the military Order 
of Merit was founded by Emperor Joseph 
II. as a reward, and is divided into gold 
and silver medals. To the first is attached 
an increase of pay of 50 per cent. and to 
the latter 25 per cent. 


FAMOUS PLAYFELLOWS. 


When General Sherman was a small boy 
one of his intimate playfellows was James 
G. Blaine. ‘The two boys, together with 
Hoyt, a younger brother of the General, 
were out driving one day, when, as they 
passed a flag waving in the breeze, “Jim- 
mie” Blaine placed a thumb on the tip of 
his nose and made a very disrespectful ges- 
ture towards the banner. 

“Did you mean to do that at the flag?’ 
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demanded “Cumpie” Sherman, his loyalty 
outraged. 

“Yes, I did,” declared Jimmie, stoutly. 

“Well, if you do it agin, I'll put you 
out.” 

Nothing more was said, and the drive 
proceeded enjoyably. On the way home 
the flag was passed again, and again Jim- 
mie Blaine put his thumb to the tip of his 
nose, and so forth.

There has been a lively protest in Kng- 
land against the statement of the German 
Emperor that the battle of Waterloo was 
won by the Prussians under Bliicher. In 
the Creevey Papers, just published, the 
Duke of Wellington is quoted as saying: 
“Ii has been a damned nice thing, the 
nearest run thing you ever saw in your 
life. Bliicher lost 14,000 on Friday night, 
and got so damnably licked I could not 
find him on Saturday morning: so I was 
obliged to fall back to keep up (regain) my 
communicatious with him.” Creevey 
praises cordially the demeanor of the duke; 
“nothing,” he says, “could do a conqueror 
more honor than his gravity and serious- 
ness at the loss of life he had sustained, 
his admission of his great danger, and the 
justice he did his enemy.” With his usual 
accompaniment of sulphurous words Well- 
ington asserted that the means employed 
to keep Bonaparte at St. Helena were 
absurd. He had himself carefully ex- 
amined the island and found that a mere 
handful of men would make inaccessible 
~~I few places at which escape was pos- 
ible.

The incident is 
characteristic, and apropos of it we are 
reminded of such an adventure which be- 
fell a certain French marshal. A grena- 
dier, who was exasperated at some injus- 
tice that had been done him, pointed his 
pistol at him and pulled the trigger, but 
it did not go off. Without moving a 
muscle the veteran cried, “Four days in 
the cells for keeping your arms in a bad 
state.” The bugler’s honesty can scarcely 
have failed to be an extenuation of his 
offence in the eyes of the general.—New 
York Tribune.
